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ANGUS STEERS CONTINUE THEIR PACE-SETTING record in the major stockyards of the 
nation. For the first six months of 196la total of 219 loads of cattle topped the 
Chicago market on the first three days of the week. Every one of those loads 
was made up of Angus. The record of the Blacks at Omaha from January through 
June is 83.5 per cent. Packers are obviously willing to pay more for Angus. 


ONE OF THE MAJOR REASONS FOR powerful market topping of Angus is their ability to reach 
Choice and Prime with less outside, wasteful fat. This breed characteristic 
makes the Blacks the most popular breed in the cooler, In the words of a beef 
man, "They cut better", meaning more beef at higher quality. 


SPEAKER AT RECENT COORDINATED BEEF IMPROVEMENT CONFERENCE at Colorado State 
University emphasized retailer's waste fat problem whenhe said, "“Ourcompany 
sells each month more than 2 million pounds of trimmed fat at less than 3¢ per 
pound. It doesn't take an expert to figure this puts a big lug on the saleable 


portion from each carcass", 


CARCASS CONTEST RESULTS ALSO PROVE the price advantage enjoyed by Angus. The 
champion and reserve champion carcasses of the 1961 Hoosier Beef Contest at 
Indianapolis were from Angus steers, In the contest the steers are placed on 
their value per hundred as live animals. This is computed from the carcasses 
which are cut into wholesale cuts and priced. 


TOP FOUR PLACES in the lightweight division, and the top three spots among the heavy- 
weights, were Angus. In fact7 of the top 10 lightweight carcasses were from 
Angus steers. These placings were reflected inthe values of the steers alive. 
The Angus steers were worth $28.60 per cwt. andthe other steers among the top 
40 in the contest were worth $27. 87. 


JUNIOR FIELD DAYS ACROSS THE NATION have been more successful this summer than in 
any previous year. In five leading Angus states more than 4,000 persons 
attended 28 events held for youngsters. Biggest crowds turned out in Iowa 
where more than 1,600 gathered at 9 events; over 1,000 attended eight field 
days in Missouri; Indiana sponsored five at which more than 750 attended; 
nearly 300 were on hand in Nebraska, and over 500 took part in 5 combination 
field days and shows in Kansas, 


IOWA ANGUS WEEK PROVED HIGHLY SUCCESSFUL, In additionto the large crowds at the 
9 field days, breeders inthe state distributed hundreds of posters and adreprints 
available from the National Association among supermarkets and restaurants, 
Cover photo from July Journal appeared with story in dozens of Iowa papers. 
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ANGUS EXPANSION IN EVERY AREA OF THE NATION is graphically illustrated by records 
of business of the National Association. At the end of nine months of the 
current fiscal year, new record high totals in all departments seem assured. 

Percentage of Angus growth is far ahead of national beef cattle increase, 


TOTAL OF 199,565 ANGUS CALVES WERE RECORDED in the first nine months of this fiscal 
year compared to 178,539 in the same period of 1960. This is an increase of 
almost 12 per cent. Transfers, at 157,109, are up by 9.2 per cent, and new 
memberships number 2,515, an increase of 7,6 per cent over last year. Junior 
members are joining at a rate of 8.2 per cent above 1960. 


THESE INCREASES MAKE IT OBVIOUS the breed appears headed for records which probably 
will surpass 250,000 registrations and 200,000 transfers. Sucha tremendous 
volume of work indicates the need for more electronic data processing equip- 
ment in the National Office. Because of compactness, file space demands 
and costs alsowill be reduced by new processing techniques being studied by 
the Records Committee of the Association.

With two big ones out of the way 
the All-American Futurity and Illinois 

the 1961 show season is shaping up 
as one of the most interesting in many 


years. 


One_ ringside 
observer said 
that the 1961 
Futurity could 
well be called 
“the show with- 
out a tail-ender.” 
Which was true. 
There were 
some last place 
cattle which, 
with a little 
more fit and time, will be topping 
some good shows before 1962 rolls 
around. 


The Futurity Supreme Champion and 
the Illinois grand champion bull were 
by sires already well-known-—the first 
by the 1961 International grand cham- 
pion, Ermitre of Haymount, the second 
by a bull who has sired 4 International 
champion sons, O. Bardoliermere 2d. 


We can remember no other time 
unless it was in the days of the OPA 

when there was less spread between 
choice and prime beef and the com- 
mon kinds than there has been this 
summer. Happily this log jam ap- 
pears to be breaking a little, but not 
very fast. 


Evidence continues that the man 
who is looking for cheap feeder cattle 
this fall might as well be searching for 
the long extinct dodo. There ain’t no 
such thing. 


Supply of yearlings and calves ap- 
pears to be well balanced with po- 
tential demand. At least the build-up 
in cattle numbers has been reduced 
to a slow walk.

Like the Old Skeptic says: “The only 
thing that will show more for your 


money today than 10 years ago is the 
penny scale at the corner drug store.” 


In spite of any uncertainties which 
may prevail in the beef picture those 
Blacks still bring more money. A 
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southwestern feeder calf auction re- 
port gives the following quotation: 
“Hereford steers, 400 to 450 pounds, 
$25.50 to $26.50 per cwt.; Angus 
steers, 400 to 450 pounds, mostly 
$26.00 to $28.00; some lighter 
$30.00.” In heifers, from the same 
quotation, Angus calves outsold white- 
face competition 50¢ to $3.00 per cwt.

But as he put it “Where, today, 
can you find a younger man who 
could, or would, harness and care for 
a team?”

An historical account of 
some of the main events at 
exhibitions of the past and HIS STORY deals only with exhibitions and shows of the 
some of the personalities past, with herds of other days and with breeders who have 
involved, passed from the scene.

Beginnings 

Aberdeen-Angus shows in Canada were held, for the first 
time, very soon after the first cattle were imported from 
Scotland in 1876. In the 1880’s some of the shows became 
very interesting and strong competitions took place each 
year, particularly at the old Toronto Industrial Exhibition, 
which preceded the Canadian National Exhibition. Seventy 
or more cattle were shown each year at this show and the 
leading exhibitors of the period were, Hay and Paton, New 
Lowell, Ontario; Senator M. H. Cochrane, Hillhurst, Quebec; 
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Mossom Boyd and Company, Babcaygeon, Ontario; Hiram 
Walker and Son, Walkerville, Ontario; Geary Brothers, Both- 
well, Ontario and George Whitfield, Rougemont, Quebec. 
The first period of development in Canada extended from 
about 1878 to 1888 and at that time the future of the breed 
in Canada looked very bright. In the latter half of the ten 
year period shows and exhibitions were at their best, but very 
soon afterwards the great herds were dispersed and many of

AN A MAN in town with a liking for land and Angus 
cattle make a farm and cow investment and hope to realize 


a decent return on his money? He can, says R. Harold 
De Lozier, owner of Har-Del Angus Farms of Vonore, Ten- 
nessee, To do it he must exercise business sense and operate

on a practical basis. The frills can come later if the cattle 
return justifies them, says this east Tennessee breeder. 


Harold De Lozier is a native of this part of Tennessee, 
with a rural background, and a liking for the Blacks. As a 
boy he became acquainted with Angus in the pioneer herd 
of “Uncle John” Fitch, and others. Those Black cattle graz- 


ing hillside pastures made a lasting impression although in 
the meantime a job in town, and later his own insurance busi- 
ness, proved a temporary detour. 


Thirty-five acres on the edge of his hometown of Mary- 
ville, just south of Knoxville, permitted him to run his first 
Angus. The young herd reached a total of 9 head. From a 
practical standpoint operating on this scale was not justified. 
Overhead and other costs, including taxes on town property, 


made it a high-priced hobby, rather than a business. 
In 1953 Harold De Lozier bought 250 acres of land near 
Vonore, Tennessee. The land had been “farmed to death” 


by tenants; there were no fences that would hold cattle; and 
there was only one barn that had possibilities if fixed up. 
Besides all this it was off the highway—all of which meant a 
more modest asking price. “I knew that fertilizer, grass, 


legumes and Angus would build up the soil in time,” the Ten- 
nessee breeder says. “There was timber on the farm, and 
locally, for fencing and for building requirements.” 


If any motto could apply to the Angus and land operations 
of Harold De Lozier it would be “walk before you run.” 
Pastures were improved and fences built to keep pace 
with the growth of the herd. In this work he had the 
able assistance of Rod Miller, a_ native of this 
section, who has been with Har-Del Farms since the

first Angus cows arrived from Maryville. “Rod and I have 
grown into the business, learning as we went along. We 
didn’t attempt to get everything done over night. There is 
still plenty to do. But the first thing was to get feed pro- 
duction started so that we wouldn’t have to buy hay or 
grain.” Today the herd of 60 mature cows and 25 bred 
heifers, plus the compliment of yearlings and calves coming 
along, is raised entirely on home-grown pasture, hay, silage 
and some grain. “The only thing purchased for the herd is 
salt and a little cottonseed, or other protein, for winter.” 


With a modest investment in land, housing and labor some 
might consider the De Lozier farm ideally suited for a com- 
mercial Angus operation. But the practical Tennessee breeder 
can point out that with a commercial herd you have only 


one source of income — the going per pound price for your 
production. With a registered herd you have two outlets — 
your better cattle can command a higher price as breeding 
stock; the lower end of your production will still bring the 
going market price per pound. 


A conservative investment in land, feed, housing and the 
bulk of the foundation females was not matched when it came 
to a bull to head the growing herd. “In any herd, especially 
a new one trying to get going, a good bull can be more than 
half the battle,” Harold De Lozier says. In February of 
1955 the new Tennessee breeder was on the seats at the 
Brays Island production sale at Yemassee, South Carolina. 
It took a $2,000 bid to get the bull he wanted, the 2-year old

The entire price structure of the live 
slaughter steer and yearling market took 
on a “New Look” at the outset of the 
August period. This change came about 
after the steer trade underwent one of 
the longest uninterrupted price declines 
in the history of the trade. 

Renewed interest strengthened the 
undertone of the fat steer market, the 
bullishness that the trade has lacked 
since as far back as last Fall. A series 
of events combined in bringing about 
this higher trend in fat steers. Most im- 
portant of all was President Kennedy’s 
speech in mid-July calling for increased 
military buildup of our armed forces to 
cope with the Soviet menace in Berlin. 

Less than a week after the President’s 
speech to the Nation and the world, im- 
mediate improvement in the undertone of 
the slaughter steer market began taking 
shape. 

Some in the trade were of the opinion 
that fat steer prices were about to work 
up anyway, but this seemed unlikely. 
In all probability, slaughter steer prices 
would have remained listless through the 
balance of the year. Although slaugh- 
ter pig numbers have declined, a_ big 
movement is expected in the Fall. Too, 
the months ahead will see increased ton- 
nage of poultry put before the public of- 
fering still greater competition to beef 
over the meat counters. 

This strong undertone in steers was 
not only apparent in the mid-West but 
also in other major beef centers through- 
out the nation. The upturn in steer 
prices actually got underway in mid- 
July, but advances were very uneven as 
weight and grade were a factor in the 
beginning. The advance really began 
picking up some steam at the outset of 
August. All grades, with the exception 
of prime steers weighing 1200 Ibs. and 
above shared in this upturn. Trade 
members were of the opinion that prime 
offerings would share in this advance 
and slaughter steers would finally begin 
to show a price spread. The spread be- 
came so narrow that at times only a 
$1.00 and $1.50 would separate low 
good steers from high prime steers. There 
was also an overlapping of grades and 
weights due to this extremely narrow 
price range of fat steers. 

Naturally, an upturn in fat steer 
prices will almost bring about a price in- 
crease in stockers and feeders. With 
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the long decline in slaughter steer prices 
during the first half of 1961, it was be- 
ginning to look like cattle finishers 
would be able to buy their replacement 
cattle more in line with current live 
prices. The Crop Reporting Board re- 
lated that stocker and feeder cattle and 
ealves shipped into the eight selected 
north central states was down 9 per cent 
in June. A total of 274,000 head moved 
into the eight states as compared with 
301,000 head shipped in June of last 
year. In other words it looked like fin- 
ishers were just about to get some lever- 
age in price talks on feeders. It took 
better than six long months to do it. 
However, with the recent upturn in live 
fat prices, producers may find their bids 
meeting strong resistance once again. 

In-shipment of replacement cattle for 
the eight north central states is still well 
above a year ago for the first six 
months. Cattle shipped into these states 
during January-June 1961, totaled 
2,174,000 head as compared with 1,904,- 
238 for the like period a year ago or 
up 14 per cent. 

Earlier this same Crop Reporting 
Board reported that the number of cattle 
and calves in 16 major feeding states on 
July 1, 1961, totaled 5,752,000 head, or 
an increase of 2 per cent. This was more 
or less anticipated by most members of 
the trade and came as no great surprise. 


The same report stated that the North 
Central states totaled 3,897,000 head, up 
2 per cent. Iowa, the leading state was 
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unchanged, Illinois was 5 per cent high- 
er, but Nebraska decreased 6 per cent. 
All other states in the region, except 
Missouri down 3 per cent, were un- 
changed or higher compared with a year 
ago. 

In the western region, Colorado and 
Washington showed a 6 per cent increase 
in cattle on feed while others either held 
unchanged or showed declines. Califor- 
nia and Arizona were among the states 
showing fewer cattle on feed. 

The cattle market, hard pressed during 
the first haif of this year found a good 
many longfed steers moved into packer 
channels. since early Spring. With 
strongweight steers of high choice to 
prime quality under the most pressure, 
these particular kinds have been moved 
to market in bigger droves. This feature 
may aid the cause of cattle finishers 
even more in the late summer and early 
fall periods in getting higher returns on 
fat steers. 

At the outset of the July period, prices 
for fat cattle in Chicago were very un- 
even from one session to the next, but 
longfed heavy and prime steers took the 
heaviest losses. Prime steers opened with 
a top of $25.50, dropped to a new low 
of $23.75 and edged back to $24.00 in the 
month’s final session. Meanwhile, aver- 
age good to low choice steers were sell- 
ing in the $22.00 price column while at 
the month’s low time, strongweight 1350 
to 1500 lb. steers of high choice to prime 
quality had to sell from $21.00 to $22.00,

From the letters which I receive I am 
convinced that many of our breeders are 
more or less confused as to the future 
trend in the improvement of Angus 
cattle. 

Some of them seem to think that the 
methods which have been used since the 
beginning of livestock improvement are 
entirely outmoded and should be dis- 
carded in favor of methods which offer 
more rapid progress and the ultimate 
development of perfection in the con- 
formation and the productive perform- 
ance of Angus cattle. Most who consult 
me think this is too much to expect, 

One authority, recently, in a talk given 
at an important meeting, compared the 
progress and improvement that has been 
made in Angus cattle down through the 
years to the progress that has been made 
in the manufacture of automobiles 
during the history of the automobile 
industry. Such a comparison, to this 
writer, seems unsound from the stand- 
point that the breeding of livestock is 
not an exact science and never will be, 
any more than the production of human 
beings is an exact science. We know 
that we have no control over people. 
We never know whether they are going 
to be good or bad when they are born. 
The nearest we can come to this solution 
is the kind of ancestors back of them and 
this is not always a sure guide. The same 
law of inheritance holds true in livestock. 
I am not one who is ready to discard the 
theory that as a general rule “like begets 
like” and if one continues to mate the 
best to the best, improvement is sure to 
follow. It may be slower than one ex- 
pects but I know from long experience 
that it will result. 

Inheritance, as we know, is passed on 
from generation to generation by genes, 
and if we continually mate animals with 
a predominance of the right kind of 
genes we are bound to make improve- 
ment. 


There is as much difference as between

night and day in the manufacture of 
automobiles and the breeding of live- 
stock. The making of automobile parts 
is an exact science or at least it is highly 
technical. Engineers make studies of the 
kind of an automobile that is to be 
manufactured and precision parts are 
made to complete the vehicle. After this 
is done, the completion of a car is sure 
and quite simple. The various parts 
which have been designed by engineers 
are properly assembled and a beautifully 
finished automobile is the result. But in 
the building of livestock, no such preci- 
sion work is possible. I have always 
maintained that livestock improvement is 
a combination of both art and science 
and I am still of that opinion even though 
I may be regarded as old fashioned by 
some modern breeders. 


What do we expect of Angus cattle? 
How much more can they be improved? 
During my close association with the 
breed which covers more than sixty 
years, I have seen a vast improvement 
in our cattle. And going back to the very 
beginning of the breed the improvement 
that has been made is even more notice- 
able. It is, in fact, almost unbelievable. 
This has all been accomplished by breed- 
ers who were more or less aware of the 
laws of inheritance and who used proper 
judgment in their matings. 


It goes without saying that every 
breeder is not a breed improver, One 
must be dedicated to a breed as well as 
being equipped with the knowledge and 
understanding for making the right kind 
of matings. Some breeders are much 
better qualified than others but the fact 
that so much improvement has_ been 
made indicates that we have had a great 
number of conscientious and experienced 
people back of our breed all down 
through its history. During that time 
there have been some who have qualified 
as master breeders. Such a_ breeder 
seems to possess an uncanny instinct for 
mating his animals to get the best re- 
sults, and is thus able to give his breed 
a great forward boost. 


The best thing about this method of 
livestock improvement is that there is 
always an incentive for improvement. 
The right kind of breeder is always 
anticipating what the results of his ef- 
forts will produce. It seems to me that 
the uncertainties of it adds to the in- 
terest in livestock breeding. 


I do not believe that the same interest 
could be maintained if, when mating 
one’s animals, one knew for sure what 
the offspring would be like; that in other 
words, it would be cut from a pattern 
the same as an automobile part is cut. 


When I see the near perfect animals 
that go through our show rings of today

and when I see them under their natural 
environment on the farm, I cannot but 
wonder how much more improvement can 
be possible in our top animals, It seems 
to me where we lack is in the average 
quality of our herds. Improvement in 
this category can be greatly hastened by 
continued close culling and this should 
be an avowed practice on the part of 
every breeder, both purebred and com- 
mercial. I have seen in the Argentine 
Puro por Cruso herds which, because of 
close culling, exceed in average quality 
that of the best registered herds. This 
it seems is where our great opportunity 
for improvement lies. When I look back 
to my beginning with Angus cattle, I 
realize there has been a vast improve- 
ment in this direction also, 


I can recall when at the International 
show there would be only a few really 
top animals in a class, and when I 
judged the International show a few 
years ago, I found it extremely difficult 
in some classes to find a great deal of 
difference between the top animal and 
one down the line perhaps fifteen places, 
there was that much uniformity. And 
this, in my opinion, increases every year. 
It is a slow process I agree, but if we 
continue to persevere and to strive for 
more improvement, I think we shall see 
a continued higher average of quality 
in both our show cattle and the cattle 
that go through our sales, which of 
course, will raise the average of our 
commercial cattle. 


I see no reason for confusion as to 
the future trend of improvement of our 
cattle. If the methods designed by our 
National Association are followed, im- 
provement should be accelerated. There 
is no reason to think that these new 
procedures should interfere in any way 
with past methods which we know have 
gotten results. I think one should follow 
the advice of Secretary Richards that 
they should be used in combination with 
present methods. Thus we will add 


strength to what is all ready being done. 

Most important of all, we must not 
forget that the breeding and improve- 
ment of purebred livestock holds a fasci- 
nation beyond what can be expressed in 
profits.

while some just choice heavies sold at 
$29.50. 

During most of July, it wasn’t hard 
to mark the bulk of the cattle because 
a narrow spread from $22.00 to $23.00 
practically bought the largest portion of 
the supply. 

Some 28 loads of steers topped the 
market from Monday through Thursday 
and of that total, 26 loads were Angus 
steers. 

During the first week in August, the 
narrowing of the price spread moved the 
week’s average price of steers to almost 
within $1.00 of the practical $24.00 top 
figure. This was the closest the average 
level of prices has been to the top price 
since the fore part of 1946 when war- 
time OPA controls were still in effect 
and most steers were selling right at 
ceiling prices. 

Like steers, heifers also worked with- 
in a very narrow price range. Most high 
good to high choice heifers sold within a 
narrow price range of $22.00 to $23.00. 
It took real longfed prime heifers to 
sell above $23.00. The market for this 
class also found a stronger undertone in 
mid-July worked upwards from new 
lows. 

Hogs managed to hold on to the $19.00 
top through July and even at the outset 
of August. The bulk of the hogs in 
July sold from $14.50 to $18.25, including 
sows. In all probability hogs will work 
lower late this summer and early fall. 

Red meats will get some strong com- 
petition from poultry the last quarter of 
this year. Production of poultry this 
year has set an all-time high. For the 
first five months of this year, poultry 
output was set at 2,408,000,000 pounds, 
up 20 per cent from a year ago.

Field Day At Dancote Marks 


41 Years In Angus Business

Type demonstration at Dancote farm was given by Jim Coyner. The bull in the demonstration

It was in August of 1920 that young 
Clayton Taylor put the first registered 
Angus cattle on the family farm near 
Lawtons, Erie county, New York. On 
August 2, 1961, the Dancote Herd of 
Clayton C. Taylor & Son—now the oldest 
Angus herd in New York state—was 
field day host to the New York State 
Angus Association and beef cattle men 
of the state. 

Despite heavy rain the evening and 
morning before a good crowd was in at- 
tendance in the afternoon when the pro-

gram opened. Clayton Taylor, after wel- 
coming the guests, gave some of the his- 
tory of the herd. He mentioned that 
when he attended Cornell University 
only three general courses were offered 
in beef cattle. Although his father had 
a purebred Guernsey herd he decided, 
after graduation, that a beef herd would 
fit better into their farming program 
and with less labor. With Dr. K. J. 
Suelke of Cornell—later fieldman for the 
American Angus Association—a buying 
trip was made into Ohio and Indiana and 
4 cows and 3 calves were bought from 
the Harrison Brothers of Ohio. 

Through the years an Angus herd of 35 
to 40 cows has worked out very well in a 
diversified farming program involving 
the production of certified seed potatoes 
and certified oats, plus an expanding 
acreage of Concord grapes. Mr. Taylor 
cited three main points that have kept 
the herd profitable through the years: 
(1) the use of the best bulls that can be 
secured; (2) showing cattle each year at 
local shows and the state fair and selling 
cattle each year in the state sale, (3) 
keep track of customers, especially be- 
xinners and help them with their cattle 
problems. 


Philip Taylor, a Cornell graduate of 
1959 and junior membevr of the firm, 
gave some of the operating picture of 
the farm. The 35 to 40 cow herd main- 
tained means 75 to 80 head of cattle to 
feed through the year. Hay and corn 
silage are the mainstays. No grain is 
fed the older cattle. About 40 per cent of

the bull calf crop is sold as bulls, The 
culls, and heifers not good enough, go 
through the feedlot. Dancote has worked 
up a good local trade in Angus beef for 
lockers. There are 12.5 acres of Concord 
grapes at Dancote with 6 acres in heavy 
production. In addition 400 to 500 feeder 
pigs are raised each year.

above all others. These three were 
the bull Chivalry by Challenger bred 
by John Hannay of Gavenwood; the 
cow Mary 2d of Knockiemill, bred by 
John Morrison, Knockiemill and the bull 
Black Judge, also from Knockiemill. 
Chivalry, shown by Hay and Paton, was 
the grand champion bull at the Toronto 
Industrial Exhibition in 1883, 1884 and 
1888; Mary 2d of Knockiemill was the 
grand champion female, at the Toronto 
Industrial Exhibition in 1883, 1884, 1885, 
1886 and 1887 and Black Judge, also 
shown by Hay and Paton, was the grand 
champion bull in 1885 and 1886, when 
his stable mate, Chivalry, was not 
shown. 

In the same period Mossom Boyd 
showed King of Trumps and, late in the 
period, two sons of his great Ballindal- 
loch bull, Ermine Bearer, the two last 
mentioned bulls, Abbotsford and Abactor, 
were afterwards famous as breeders in 
the Heatherton herd owned by John S. 
Goodwin and the McHenry herd at Deni- 
son, Iowa. King of Trumps won first at 
Toronto when he was a two year old in 
1884, but when shown at the same show 
as an aged bull he stood second to Black 
Judge from the Kinnoul Park herd owned 
by Hay and Paton. 

Senator M. H. Cochrane was a leading 
exhibitor in this period and was probably 
the strongest competitor of the Hay and 
Paton herd. He showed many cattle over 
an extended period of time and gained a 
large number of first prizes and cham- 
pionships. In 1888 the Cochrane herd 
was headed by Lord Hillhurst by im- 
ported Paris 3d and out of imported 
Lady Ida 2d. Lord Hillhurst was de- 
feated by Chivalry, the Hay and Paton 
bull, on this occasion, but one writer did 
say that Lord Hillhurst was a worthy 
rival to the great Chivalry. 


The Canadian National Exhibition 

The Canadian National Exhibition 
(C, N. E.) replaced the Toronto Indus- 
trial Exhibition. The late James Bow- 
man, owner of the Elm Park herd of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle at Guelph, On- 
tario, soon became the leading exhibitor 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle at that show. 
The Elm Park herd was founded in 1891 
with Kyma 2d, a daughter of Kyma, im- 
ported from Scotland by the Ontario Ag- 
ricultural College, and sired by Strath- 
glass a bull that was imported at the 
same time. This family was developed 
over a long period and produced many 
prize winning animals. They were 
known as “Keepsakes” in the Bowman 
herd. 

Another early foundation cow was 
Heather Belle -75-, a Rose of Advie 
descended from Echo of Glamis bred by 
the Earl of Strathmore. At one time or 
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another Mr. Bowman exhibited many 
cows that belonged to this family and 
won many first prizes and a number of 
championships at the Canadian National 
Exhibition. Among these cows were: 
Elm Park Rosebud, Elm Park Rosebud 
5th (probably the greatest cow of them 
all), Elm Park Rosebud 20th, Elm Park 
Rosebud 26th, Elm Park Rosebud 29th 
and Elm Park Rosebud 36th, one of the 
last grand champion females shown by 
Mr. Bowman. The cows mentioned above 
were the ancestors of the Royal Rose- 
buds, now so well and favorably known 
in Eastern Canada. 

In addition to the Canadian National 
Exhibition Mr. Bowman showed his 
cattle at London and Ottawa in Ontario 
and as far east as Halifax, Nova Scotia. 
He sold a few cattle in almost every area 
where he exhibited his herd and was re- 
sponsible for much of the development 
that took place between 1891 and 1910, 
but the breed did not make great prog- 
ress east of Ontario during the years 
that the Elm Park herd was active. 

The Elm Park cattle were first shown 
at Toronto in 1893 and between that year 
and 1908 Mr. Bowman was the leading 
exhibitor of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 
Canada. His position as an exhibitor 
was challenged after 1908 by Mr. James 
D. McGregor of Brandon, Manitoba, who 
took over the leading role within a very 
few years. In the period mentioned in 
this paragraph the Elm Park herd won 
more first prizes and championships in 
Canada than all other breeders combined. 
I have already said that he exhibited his 
cattle in Ontario, Quebec and the At- 
lantic provinces, but he also exhibited in 
Western Canada at Winnipeg, until 1914 
when the exhibition was discontinued, at 
Brandon, Calgary, Edmonton, and Regina 
and later at Saskatoon, until about 
1916. 

The leading sires produced and ex- 
hibited by Mr. Bowman include Kyma’s 
Heir, the grand champion bull at the 
Canadian National Exhibition in 1898, 
1899, 1900 and 1901. He was by im- 
ported Jus —180— and was out Kyma 2d 
by Strathglass. Kyma’s Heir was fol- 
lowed by Lord Aberdeen 2d and he by 
Lord Aberdeen 3d. Lord Aberdeen 2d 
was another son of Jus and was out of 
Kyma 3d, a daughter of Kyma 2d. Mr. 
Bowman imported two bulls from the 
old land. The first was Prince of Ben- 
ton, which he purchased jointly with 
James D. McGregor of Brandon. He was 
a successful show bull and a good breed- 
er. The secoid was Magnificent —2856- 
from T. H. Bainbridge, Eshott Hall, Fel- 
ton, Northumberland, England. He was a 
great show bull but he only lived a very 
short time. 

Two of the best bulls that Mr. Bow- 
man bred, apart from Kyma’s Heir, 
were Elm Park Beauty’s Prince by Prince 
of Benton winner of many prizes for 


Mr. Bowman, sold to Larkin Farms, 
Queenston, Ontario; and Elm Park Wiz- 
ard out of imported Witch of Benton by 
Esmond of Ballindalloch, and by Elm 
Park Ringleader 3d a son of Prince of 
Benton. Elm Park Wizard won many 
prizes for his owner and was awarded 
many prizes in the get of sire classes in 
both eastern and western Canada. In 
1916 his get won the get-of-sire class at 
almost every large show in the country. 


Mr. John Lowe, Elora, Ontario estab- 
lished a herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
in 1905 and soon thereafter began to ex- 
hibit his cattle at the Canadian National 
Exhibition and the London Fair. Sires 
used included Jock of Glencairn, Black 
Abbott Prince, both by Prince Bravo; 
Middlebrook Monarch, Middlebrook 
Prince 24th and Middlebrook Prince 33d. 
Black Abbott Prince and Middlebrook 
Prince 33d were both shown with con- 
siderable success, but they were not 
great show bulls. Middlebrook Prince 33d 
however, proved to be one of the great 
sires of the breed. He first sired some 
females for Lowe and Heibein that were 
almost unbeatable, but he made his 
great name as a breeder in the Aberlour 
herd owned by J. A. McAllister, Guelph, 
Ontario and in the Glenelg herd owned 
by the C. P. R., Coaldale, Alberta. 


Among the best females in the Middle- 
brook herd were, Middlebrook Pride 9th, 
the grand champion female at the Regina 
Exhibition in 1918; Middlebrook Beauty 
6th, the grand champion female at the 
Canadian National Exhibition in 1919 
and Middlebrook Pride 30th, the dam of 
Middlebrook Prince 33d. 


In 1910 the late J. D. Larkin, Queens- 
ton, Ontario, imported about 120 pure- 
bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle from Scot- 
land and located them on his fine farm 
at Queenston. There were three bulls 
and about 117 females. Prince Bravo, 
bred by John MacPherson, Mulben, 
Keith, Scotland was the senior herd sire 
and is important to this story because he 
sired many cattle that were successful 
at the Ontario shows. Prince Bravo was 
first and supreme champion at Banff, 
Scotland in 1910; grand champion at 
New York State fair in 1911 and senior 
champion at the Canadian National Ex- 
hibition in 1914, when he was seven years 
of age. 


Other bulls that were used by Larkin 
Farms included Benedictine Monk by 
Matador of Bywell from the Doonholm 
herd of James Kennedy, Doonholm, Ayr- 
shire; Elm Park Beauty’s Prince by 
Prince of Benton from the Bowman herd 
and Botanist of Doonholm, also from Mr. 
James Kennedy. Benedictine Monk was 
the grand champion bull at the Canadian 
National Exhibition in 1920 and Botanist 
of Doonholm was the grand champion

If this were not 
true, then why the present intensive 
search for nothing but the very best herd 
sires? 

No doubt, the demand for more and 
better feeders from Canada’s western 
grasslands has led to the establishment 
of the Annual Calgary Bull Sale indirect- 
ly due to the fact that there is a better 
and better outlet for good bulls in that 
particular area. In addition, there is a 
heavy movement of purebred Angus 
bulls between breeders in Western Can- 
ada and the range country in the United 
States. 

There has been considerable activity 
in Canadian purebred Angus circles in 
recent years which has been indicated in 
several ways. Entire herds have been 
purchased not only from other Canadian 

» breeders but also from the United States. 

™ The advantage here has been to obtain

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The Growth and Development of the 


CANADIAN ANGus ASSOCIATION 


by N. FRED BELL

When Professor William Brown of the 
Ontario Agriculture College made the 
first importation of Angus cattle into 
Canada in 1876, there were no Aberdeen- 
Angus registry associations on this side 
of the Atlantic. It was not until 1883 
that the American Angus Association 
was organized under a charter granted 
by the State of Illinois. Head office of 
the association was located in Chicago. 

This newly organized association was 
developed on a broad base intended to 
serve the interests of Angus cattle in 
North America, regardless of interna- 
tional boundary. Among those petition- 
ing for the Illinois charter was John 
Geary of Bothwell, Ontario, who became 
of the first directors. Five years 
later his brother George was elected to 
the directorate. Angus cattle in Canada 
were thus registered in the records of 
the American Angus association for 
many years. 

Around the turn of the century several 
attempts were made to organize a Ca- 
nadian Angus Association and in 1894 
there appeared the Dominion Polled 
Angus Society with head office in Toron- 
to, Ontario. Henry Wade, an employee 
of the Department of Agriculture, was 
secretary and registrar. The society col- 


one 


lected membership fees, issued pedigrees 
and transfers but registrations were con- 
tinued with the American association. 

In 1902 a group of Western Canadian 


breeders got together in Winnipeg for 
the purpose of organizing the Canadian 
Angus Association. A meeting was held 
on July 24 with the following men pres- 
ent: Hon. Walter Clifford of Austin, 
Manitoba; John Traquair of F. J. Coll- 
yer of Welwyn, Saskatchewan; A. L. 
Jones of Boisservain, Manitoba; George 
Boulton of Westhall, Manitoba; and G. 
H. Greig, Winnipeg, Live Stock Commis- 
sioner for Manitoba; and Henry Wade 
of the Dominion Polled Angus Associa- 
tion. 

The meeting was presided over by Hon. 
Walter Clifford and F. J. Collyer acted 
in the capacity of secretary. The meet- 
ing set the machinery in action and ap- 
pointed a three man committee to attend 
to the necessary details leading up to the 
setting up of an association. The com- 
mittee members appointed were Hon. 
Walter Clifford, James D. McGregor and 
F. J. Collyer. 

I mention these names because I think 
it was indeed fortunate that these stal- 
warts were responsible for laying the 
foundation for an Association that would 
serve the whole of Canada and be recog- 
nized and accepted anywhere in the 
world. These men recognized the need 
of such an association and had no sel- 
fish motive for their action. They 
worked in close co-operation with the 
Government, the American association, 
the Old Dominion Polled Angus associa-

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tion and the British Angus association. 
There were many difficulties along the 


way. There were no funds in the treas- 
ury, in fact, there was no treasury. 
Many Canadian breeders were happy 


with existing arrangements with the 
American Angus association and did not 
see the need of another recording office. 
Some were just indifferent. Then too, 
there were the differences of opinion 
among those of the eastern and western 
sections of the country. 

After a number of meetings, volumes 
of correspondence and nearly four years, 
the Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Associa- 
tion received its charter and was incor- 
porated on May 4, 1906. 

The following officers were elected and 
installed at the time of incorporation: 
President, the Hon. Walter Clifford, 
Austin, Manitoba; Vice President James 
Bowman, Guelph, Ontario; Secretary 
G. H. Greig, Winnipeg, Manitoba. Di- 
rectors were: Samuel Martin, Rounth- 
waite, Manitoba; John Traquair, Wel- 
wyn, Saskatchewan; F. J. Collyer, Wel- 
wyn, Saskatchewan. 

Head office of the association was to 
be in Winnipeg. Registrations would be 
handled by the Canadian National Live 
Stock Records Association of Ottawa. All 
animals were required to pass a rigid 
inspection before being accepted in the 
first volume of the Herd book. This was

sound bearing on commercial operations 
in America by making available more of 
the kind of bulls that will produce feed- 
ers which will sell for that important few 
cents a pound more, 

My annual tour in Canada this year 
was confined to the Province of Ontario. 
This was necessary due to required pre- 
liminary planning for the coming auc- 
tions and also as a result of the time ele- 
ment involved. It is my sincere hope 
that as time goes on that I shall be able 
to concentrate in other areas such as the 
Ottawa Valley, The Maritimes, Quebec, 
and more of the “out-of-the-way- 
sections” of Ontario. 

At any rate, during my trip a little 
over a month ago which lasted nearly 
two weeks, I had the opportunity to visit 
a number of breeders and herds. For 
some, it was my first stop, and this is 
always interesting. In others where I 
have been before, I was, for the most 
part, considerably pleased with the in- 
terest, changes, and improvements since 
my last stop. In general, it has been a 
terrific growing season in Ontario, but 
storms have left many an acre of oats 
and wheat completely flat in the fields. 
Frequent rains have made it most diffi- 
cult to handle first hay cuttings without 
considerable damage, and in some places, 
first cuttings were still standing. In 
other instances, barns were completely 
filled, and second cuttings were being al- 
lowed to stand for pasture. 

District provincial, and regional shows 
are requiring their share of time, and 
cattle are being readied for the coming 
sales with which many of the breeders 
are involved. 

Again this year, I crossed from Michi- 
gan over the Blue Water Bridge, and my 
first stop was at Sunset Bay Farms, For- 
est. Owner, Robert L. Brown, Ed. 
Semph, manager, and Murray McTag- 
gart, herdsman, are busily preparing for 
the Annual Sunset Bay Farms Sale in

it necessary to go deep into the heart of 
his herd to come up with sufficient num- 
bers to help make up the difference. His 
offering in the Canadian Royal will in- 
clude a magnificent group of brood cows 
along with a group of well-bred heifers; 
and he will feature the service of the 
Toronto Royal Supreme Champion, Dor- 
Mac’s Maximilian 120th. 

A few miles north of Arva, I had the 
privilege of visiting at Newhouse Farms, 
owned by Calvin M. Patrick at Ilderton. 
This was my first stop at this farm con- 
sisting of 340 acres on which 55 brood 
cows are maintained. All of these beefy 
yet good milking cows but three are 
home bred, and most of them are daugh- 
ters of Prospectmere 35th or Black Bar- 
dolier of Gladmere 2d. Prospectmere 
35th, the present senior herd sire is by 
Prospectmere and out of Juana Erica of 
White Gates 2d, the $19,000 foundation 
Juana at Prospectmere Farms. Serving 
as junior herd sire is Whitneymere 5129 
by Whitneymere. Calvin’s father, T. L. 
Patrick, who gained his fame as a sheep- 
man, died four years ago, and it was he 
who began raising Angus on this farm 
some fifteen years ago. The original 
Patrick family to which Calvin belongs 
arrived in this area in 1818. 

Next, I headed down towards the 
Niagara area where a number of herds 
are concentrated. My first stop here 
was at Oakleigh Angus Farm owned by 
Ross & Doug Kohler at Cayuga. Both 
Ross and Doug came in from the fields 
shortly after my arrival, and thier three 
year old show bull, Anokamere 67th by 
Anokamere 50th is looking great. He 
has half a dozen sons and daughters on 
the ground and they’re very good. Koh- 
ler’s have a new junior herd sire ac- 
quired at side of dam in the Ankony- 
Thorndale Dispersal last fall. He is 
Ankonian Ballot 44th, a growthy 
straight-lined son of Ballot of Belladrum. 


At Seneca Farm (formerly Capp- 
Brae), Caledonia, I visited with Bruce 
and Rose Bakewell and Charles Fisher. 
Here, I found a truly good son of Oxbow 
Barrie, Blackcap Barrie CB 6th, heading 
the herd this year, and in addition, Rose 
Bakewell plans to keep a 10 month old 
son of Excalibur as a future herd sire. 
An interesting sidelight here was a trip 
across the farm to another house where 
Mr. and Mrs. Bakewell’s daughter, Pa- 
tricia Turner lives. They showed me a

at the Angus Blossom Dispersal. Their 
most recent buys were made at the 
Hockhockson Dispersal where seven cows 
were bought and the McCormick Dis- 
persal where they obtained one with a 
top bull calf at side by the “75th”. It 
seemed like we walked fourteen miles 
through the hills to locate one group of 
cows and the senior herd sire, Black 
Mask of Don Head 5th, a son of Black 
Mask of Barnoldby out of a daughter 
of Bandolier of Don Head 19th, the In- 
ternational class winner. The junior 
herd sire at Rocking R is Ballindalloch 
Edwin, a summer yearling by Meadow- 
mere 1656 out of an imported daughter 
of Black Bishop of Sandon. Future plans 
include building this herd to 100 brood 


cows. 


I had never been to Duncan Farms be- 
fore at Vineland Station, and Jim Howie- 
son said the best way to get there was 
to follow him. This I happily agreed to 
do, and he led me a merry chase up hill 
and down in his tiny red Austin. When 
we arrived, we found owner, William 
Duncan and son Jim surrounded by earth 
movers and bulldozers, roads being cut, 
lakes being built, and the area was a 
hub of activity. Mr. Duncan had recently 
completed the remodeling of an older 
home into a comfortable masterpiece, 
and it was here that we had our chat 
before going on to another farm with 
Jim to inspect the cattle. Since the dis- 
persal of his Angus Blossom herd in 
1957, a total of about 90 Angus are back 
on Duncan Farms including an interest 
in the only International champion bull 
in Canada, Ankonian 35357th, purchased 
in the recent View Hulloa Sale. Other 
sires being used at Duncan Farms (4) 
consisting of some 700 acres are Eileen- 
mere of Angus Blossom 2d, a grandson 
of the “999-35th” out of one of the fa- 
mous Blue Lady cows for which Angus 
Blossom was noted; and Barrie of Angus 
Blossom, a grandson of Oxbow Barrie. 
Duncan Farms have owned Angus cattle 
for about 30 years, and there are few 
herds in Canada who do not have some 
of their breeding. Mr. Duncan set a fast 
pace for other Canadian breeders some 
years ago when he spent about $35,000 
for cattle at the Bethel Dispersion and 
about the same figure was paid for cat- 
tle at the Oxbow Dispersal. He owned 
one of the first Eileenmere bulls ever 
imported into Canada. 


At Wilmo Farms owned by John Wil- 
mott and his father, J. H., at Milton, 
John reassured me that they were most 
happy with their purchase last summer 
of the Glen Ross Herd in its entirety. 
The son of Tolan’s Bandolier acquired 
with this herd, Bandolier of Windfields 
587th, is doing an excellent job of breed- 
ing, and he has become their senior herd 
sire. For the first time, John is raising 
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corn this year, and they have an excel- 
lent crop. 

Wilmott accompanied me to another 
first time stop at Islay Farm, Campbell- 
ville, owned by Francis Farwell and man- 
aged by Charles Hepburn. In their small 
select herd of some twenty brood cows, 
Islay Farm is using a senior yearling 
son of Ballot of Belladrum, Ankonian L. 
Ballot 59th, out of a daughter of the 
“999-35th”. Until recently however, the 
senior herd sire was Ankonian 187th, 
a son of Glenericmere. The “187th” sired 
the champion Angus Steer at the 1959 
Royal Winter Fair. This firm has 
owned cattle seven years, but three years 
ago, they moved from a farm at Water- 
down onto their present 100 acres. A 
major project at Islay this fall is the 
building of a huge lake—and it will be 
huge. 

At Malden Farm, Georgetown, owned 
by Dr. W. F. James, I found James 
McKay, manager here for the past 
twelve years, with lots of hay down and 
heavy rains preventing its being picked 
up. Malden has one of the good grass 
programs in Ontario, and to help prove 
this, I drove my car straddle a calf that 
we were trying to find without seeing it, 
and the day-old youngster jumped up 
without being the least bit injured and 
went wobbling out through the dense al- 
falfa. For a minute, I thought perhaps 
this had been my last trip to Canada. 
McKay has sold some very high-priced 
cattle out of this herd, and Malden dis- 
tinguished itself last fall by winning the 
get of sire award at the First Ontario 
Futurity with the get of their son of 
the “999-35th”, Ankonian AT 3511th. 
—— 

My next stop was Creditdale Farm, 
Streetsville, owned by Mr. and Mrs. C, A. 
Kee, and managed by James Mahar. 
Located along the Credit River shown 
on the cover of the 1960 September Issue 
of the Angus Journal, the farm is under- 
going some changes recently as a result 
of a highway project through the pas- 
ture in question. Nevertheless, Mahar 
had a fine group of show cattle in the 
barn and explained that he would be 
taking a total of 21 head to the C. N. E. 
Again this year, Creditdale is offering 
an outstanding group of heifers in the 
Sunset Bay Sale featuring the get and 
service of Eileenmere of Creditdale 375th 
and Eileenmere of Bolehill 16th. 
During my visit at Creditdale Farm, I 
talked with some friends whose farm I 
had passed earlier in my trip without 
knowing it. They are Mr. and Mrs. 
Maurice L. Shanks and Son, owners of 
Lindmanor Farms, Jordan Station. Their 
118 acre farm is mainly devoted to fruit 
growing including peaches, plums, and 
grapes, but they manage nicely with 
their 15 cow herd which they estab- 
lished six years ago. Their first herd 
sires were a grandson of Eileenmere 
1032d and a son of Bandolier of Dry-

Alabar is a new name in the Angus World. It was 
started by a possibly green but not new man in the 
business. Our family grew up with good Angus cattle at 
Prairie Range Stock Farm, started by our father, the 
late Elbridge Goode and his father James E. Goode. The 
herd was started about 1918 at Filmore,Saskatchewan, 
and in 1926 was moved to Souris, Manitoba. The herd, 
which included a number of pretty fair individuals, 
was dispersed in 1943. 


After many years of little money and great hopes 
of developing a top Angus herd the first cattle for 
Alabar found their way into temporary rented quarters 
in 1958. Many people gave encouragement and help, how- 
ever, two of the great cattlemen of our time provided 
the start. One was T. Alex Edwards of Anoka fame and 
the other, the late J. E. Kerr, C.B.E. of Harviestoun, 
Dollar, Scotland. 


From Anoka we received many good females plus Ano- 
kamere 66th, Bandolier of Anoka 110th and Anokamere 
29th. From Mr. Kerr's famous Harviestoun herd we have 
eleven original females plus two bred by Harviestoun. 
Their bloodlines carry some of the great names of the 
great names of the breed in that country. After the 
Harviestoun dispersal Easel of Derculich came to Ala- 
bar. As a yearling he had been purchased by Mr. Kerr 
for 4,500 guineas at Perth and used for three seasons. 
At the dispersal one of his daughters was top yearling 
heifer at 3,000 guineas. He also sired the top heifer 
calf, at 1,700 guineas, and several other top priced 
individuals. 


It is a great pleasure to be back with Angus cat- 
tlemen again and we hope it is for a long, long time.

Eileenmere 32d. I shall look forward to 
visiting their farm on my next trip in 
their area. 

At Windfields Farm, Willowdale, owned 
by Mr. E. P. Taylor, I found manager 
James Mowbray anxiously awaiting and 
preparing for the return of their show 
herd from a very successful western show 
circuit. The train was due to arrive 
with their carload of cattle the evening 
of the day I was there. Windfields are 
guest consignors for the first time to 
the Canadian Royal Sale, and they are 
offering five excellent heifers featuring 
the get and service of Tolan’s Bandolier 
and Bellevue Bardoliermere 26th. 

At Angus Glen Farms, Ltd., Union- 
ville, A. W. Stollery and Richard S. Sour 
are partners in the cattle operation. Al- 
though Mr. Stollery was in Alberta at 
the time I stopped there, Dick Sour was 
on hand. They are anxiously awaiting 
the arrival of the 1961 Perth Supreme 
champion, Panarama of Eastfield, in 
America. “Panarama” was_ purchased 
jointly with Ankony Farm and Haystack 
Angus Ranch. Their junior herd sire, 
Bardoliermere B 20th, by Dor-Mac’s Bar- 
doliermere 60th, recently arrived at the 
Farm from Ohio, and in addition, Angus 
Glen recently purchased an interest in 
Ankonian 35221, a son of the “999-35th” 
used very successfully at Portadown 
Farms, Kettleby, along with one of his 
sons. 

From here, I drove north to Aurora 
where I held several sessions with Cam- 
eron McTaggart who has been busy pre- 
paring catalogs and inspecting cattle for 
a number of the fall sales that he is 
managing or will serve as sale consult- 
ant. From here, we traveled together 
and visited three or four farms. The 
first of these was at Sunderland where 
we visited with Ronald K. Marquis who 
is in partnership with his father, Lloyd 
W. Marquis. This firm has been in the 
Angus business for sixteen years, and 
they maintain about forty brood cows on 
their 250 acres. Their first cattle were 
purchased from Carl Hatch of Agincourt 
Farm, and many were also bought from 
Don Head Farms and Windfields Farm. 
Through the years, this firm has sold a 
number of females to breeders in the 
States. The senior herd sire here is 
Highlands Bandolier 86th, an eight year 
old son of Tolan’s Bandolier. Even at 
this age, he is a mellow fleshed, sound 
beefy bull. Ronald was preparing to 
leave the following day with two truck- 
loads of show cattle for the Peter- 
borough Fair. This was another first 
time stop for me. 

Twenty minutes later, we drove into 
Malcolm Bailey’s barnyard at Elm Grove 
Farm, Uxbridge. We found Malcolm, 
immediate past president of the Ca- 
nadian Angus Association, and his son 
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busy trimming feet. He took time out 
from work to take us on a tour of the 
show barn where he had some outstand- 
ing yearlings being readied for the fall 
shows. He too was leaving the following 
day for the Peterborough Fair. He ex- 
plained that his son of Ankonian O., B. 
13th, Ankonian O. B. 1316th, owned 
jointly with W. C. Hall of Millbrook, 
would soon be back at his farm. Not 
only is Mr. Bailey an expert cattleman, 
but he is also in his element at the har- 
nass races. 

I accompanied Cameron McTaggart 
and his wife, Margaret, to Beeton where 
we visited at Logie Mains, owned by his 
brother Alex. They were busy with the 
wheat harvest which Alex said was turn- 
ing out exceptionally well. A new show 
barn started just before my stop last 
year has been completed, and it was 
much in evidence that a lot of work has 
been accomplished in twelve month’s 
time. A good group of show cattle were 
led out for inspection, and the present 
herd sire is a bull purchased in last 
year’s Ontario Futurity, Ankonian of 
Malden 9th, a grandson of the “999-35th” 
out of a daughter of Prospectmere. 

Although I had been at Tullamore 
Farms, Cooksville, several times pre- 
viously, I had never been able to find 
Tom Jackson, president of the Ontario 
Association, at home. Therefore, I was 
most happy to comply when Mr. Jackson 
called a meeting to discuss the Second 
Annual Ontario Angus Futurity Show 
and Sale. This particular session was 
held at his north farm near the Malden 
Airport, and the meeting itself was con- 
ducted in a well-equipped house trailer 
resting along a beautiful lake on the 
farm. The sale manager, Cameron Mc- 
Taggart, and Murray Fretz, secretary- 
treasurer of the Ontario Association, 
were also on hand. The first Futurity, 
held last October, proved to be a huge 
success; and the second event is to be 
held at Western Fairgrounds, London, on 
October 5th and 6th. This year, 99 lots 
have been consigned by 32 of Ontario’s 
top breeders, and after having seen most 
of them, I can say that they are a group 
indicating complete cooperation between 
Ontario breeders and the sale commit- 
tee. Judging the show on October 5th 
will be Mr. W. L. McGillivray, Coaldale, 
Alberta, owner of Southaven Stock 
Farms. 


In getting back to Tullamore Farms, 
owned by Tom Jackson & Sons, we find 
a herd of 130 brood cows maintained on 
637 acres. Tom Jackson’s father started 
in the cattle business in 1922, and Tom 
has been associated with them ever since.

teresting to note here that the central 
part of the main house at Drynoch Farm 
was built by a Captain McLeod who came 
from Drynoch, Scotland, in 1832. On the 
farm is a_twenty-acre natural lake 
which is 100 feet deep at one point. 

I found manager, Jack Nicoll, on hand 
at View Hulloa Farms, King City, when 
I arrived, although owner, Maj. Gen. C. 
C. Mann was away for the day. About 
2,200 acres of beautiful rolling land 
make up these farms, and at present 
there are over 400 head of Angus cattle 
and 18 brood mares being maintained 
here. The Angus herd will eventually 
consist of about 600 head of top cattle 
and will be maintained at that strength. 
This firm held a most successful con- 
solidation sale in June after the purchase 
of the Canaan Farm herd in Virginia, 
and today, View Hulloa owns the only 
International champion bull in Canada 
(along with Duncan Farms) Ankonian 
3537th, plus the $10,000 International 
class winner, Ankonian Balinesian, whose 
service was in great demand in the June 
Sale. “Balinesian” is by Ballot of Bella- 
drum and out of a daughter of the 
“999-35th”. 

A comparatively young herd that has 
made great strides in the Angus world 
is Portadown Farms, Kettleby, owned by 
J. H. Ernest Ballantine. Herdsman, Sim 
Graham led the tour here, and ex- 
plained that the first cows were bought 
in 1958. Forty brood cows including 
several females of straight Scotch breed- 
ing make up the herd headed by Euripi- 
des of Ankony, by Eileenmere 1032d. 
“Euripides” was named supreme cham- 
pion at the 1960 C. N, E., and his calves 
are excellent. A son of the “999-35th” 
has also been used in this herd which is 
maintained on 375 acres, and he is 
Ankonian 35201. Female seed stock has 
been purchased from such outstanding 
herds as Don Head Farms, Ankony Farm, 
Duncan Farms, Anoka Farm, Windfields 
Farm, and Old Hermitage Farm. 

Kinghaven Farms, King, have recently 
made headlines by purchasing an interest 
in Ballot of Meadowlane for $33,500. 
This top son of Ballot of Belladrum will 
be used along with Kinghaven Bard of 
Gladmere, a son of O. Bardoliermere 2d, 
and Kinlochian 2304, a son of Kinloch- 
mere 23d, in the herd of nearly 200 
cows. Owned by J. S. D, Tory and man- 
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aged by Dave Sutherland, Kinghaven 
Farms also recently purchased the Lloyd 
Mack herd from Rockwood, Ont., consist- 
ing of some 60 head of Angus. King- 
haven is also a guest consignor to the 
Canadian Royal Sale, and they are of- 
fering five top heifers featuring the get 
of Kinlochian 2304 and the service of 
Ballot of Meadowlane. 

When I arrived at Galehaven Farm, 
Guelph, owned by Murray Fretz, Sid 


Lawrence Banks, Bala Farms, Cayuga, Ontario, 
with four of his good heifers. 


Colbeck who, along with his brother, 
owns Westlane Farm, Grand Valley, was 
there, and Murray and I told him that 
we would be there at his farm in a 
couple of hours. Angus cattle have been 
maintained at Westlane since 1942. One 
of the outstanding herd sires used here 
for 9 years was Bandolier of Maple 
Grove 21st, a son of the famous Bando- 
lier of Maple Grove 13th. The “21st” 
sired the dam of Meadowmere 1632,

Meadowlane Farm’s well-known show 
bull, and Meadowmere 1647 who is in 
service in Florida in the Crawford Rain- 
water herd. Forty brood cows are main- 
tained, and the present herd sires are 
Westlane Elban Bandolier 3d, a double- 
bred grandson of Bandolier of Maple 
Grove 21st, owned jointly with the Ox- 
ford Cattle Breeders Ass’n and Alloway 
Lodge Farm; and Westlane O. B., a son 
of O. Bardoliermere out of a daughter of 
Ankonian 3216th. 

From here we went to Albert Seiling’s 
Gladmere Farms, Elmira, and looked at 
his top group of cattle selling in the 
Canadian Royal Sale. His offering in 
this sale consists of ten females includ- 
ing five excellent brood cows from the 
very top of his herd and five strong 
heifers featuring the get and service of 
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the sire of International champions, O. 
Bardoliermere 2d. While we were at 
Gladmere, manager Carl Trapp enter- 
tained a group of 4-H students along 
with their advisors, and Yours Truly 
was asked to make the official placing 
and give reasons on a class of heifers. 
Right or wrong—it was official. 

Gordon Schweitzer’s herd at Ever- 
bloom Farm, Petersburg, now numbers 
about 30 head, and his recently acquired 
herd sire, K. B. Eileenmere 354, pur- 
chased at the great Atlantic Bull Sale 
along with Irvin Schenk, is looking 
great. The “354th” is a son of Mole’s 
Hill Eileenmere 78th and he is out of a 
granddaughter of Eileenmere 487th. 
Schweitzer and Schenk also own a top 
son of Scottish Prince purchased in the 
Cassidy Dispersal. One of the best 
young steers I’ve seen this year is tied 
in Schweitzer’s barn. 

Irvin Schenk’s Angus Manor Farm, 
Petersburg, was my last stop on this 
tour. While I was here, Irvin and son, 
Larry, showed me all of the 1961 show 
string, and special attention was paid to 
the bulls and heifers selling in the Roll- 
ing Range Dispersal at Rigaud, Quebec, 
on September 9th. Featured in Angus 
Manor’s offering of four bulls and 
eighteen females will be sons and daugh- 
ters of Kinlochmere 99th and Great Oaks 
Bardoleenmere 65th, and the bred fe- 
males will carry the service of the senior 
and reserve grand champion at the 1960 
“Perth of America” Sale, K. B. Eileen- 
mere 354th. 

Rolling Range Farms, Ltd. is owned 
by Mr. Frank Selke, and a total of 50 
lots will be sold. Cameron McTaggart is 
the sale manager.

planned to eliminate inferior animals. 

The association started with a small 
membership in 1906 of only 46 members. 
It has grown steadily since, reaching 
1,700 in 1960 with more than 200 new 
members during the first seven months 
of 1961. 


The association had supported and en- 
couraged strong Provincial associations 
across Canada rather than one strong 
central office. It co-operates well with 
other breed associations in matters of 
mutual interest and works with other 
Angus associations in the interest of the 
breed. 

The movement of Angus cattle across 
the boundry for either import or export 
has not been a serious problem except 
during an embargo because of an out- 
break of disease. Breeders selling pure- 
bred cattle for export must provide the 
buyer with a transferred pedigree for 
every animal sold, providing also the 
necessary health certificate that will

permit the animal to enter the United 
States. 

The transfer of pedigrees usually re- 
quire about a week to complete, although 
in recent years a representative of the 
Records Branch has been in attendance 
at some of the larger bull sales in order 
to complete the transfers on the spot, 
permitting the movement of the animals 
without delay in transfer. This is not a 
general practice but has been done at the 
large sales. 

Health of Animals inspectors are lo- 
cated in all large centres and can pro- 
vide the necessary health certificates as 
soon as tests have been completed. Many 
of the better herds are accredited and 
receive regular tests by officials of the 
Health of Animals branch and the own- 
ers are well informed regarding export 
regulations. People trucking stock across 
the line either way should check on the 
times when the border officials are on 
duty, especially toward the end of the 
week. 

The Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Asso- 
ciation publishes its own magazine, the 
“News”, edited by Murray Fretz, Guelph, 
Ontario. The “News” has a wide circu- 
lation across Canada and can be found 
in the majority of homes of Canadian 
Angus breeders.

bull at the Canadian National Exhibition 
in 1926 and the Royal Winter Fair about 
the same time. 

Cattle were shown by Larkin Farms, 
first at the Canadian National Exhibi- 
tion and at London Fair and later at the 
Royal Winter Fair, from about 1912 to 
about 1925. At one time the strongest 
group of Aberdeen-Angus cattle at East- 
ern Canada shows came from Larkin 
Farms. Many firsts and championships 
were won over the years, but showing 
was discontinued about 1925. 

George McAllister and Son established 
a herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 1921 
with cattle purchased from Mr. James 
Bowman, Guelph, Ontario and Mr. James 
D. McGregor, Brandon, Manitoba. Later 
he purchased Middlebrook Prince 33d 
from Lowe and Heibein, Elora, Ontario 
to head his herd. In the McAllister herd 
Middlebrook Prince 33d became one of 
the most illustrious sires of the breed. 
First for the get of Middlebrook Prince 
33d was awarded to the Aberlour herd at 
the Canadian National Exhibition, the 
London Fair and the Royal Winter Fair 
in 1928, 1929 and 1930. This means the 
get of this bull won first nine times in 
three years. Georgina of Aberlour 5th, 
the best daughter of Middlebrook Prince 
33d, was the grand champion female at 
each of the shows mentioned which 


means nine championship awards in a 
row or in other words, this female was 
the grand champion at every show where 
she was shown over a three year period. 
Alex Edwards later secured this cow and 
the Georginas in the Anoka herd are all 
descended from her. 

Mr. G. C. Channon, Oakwood, Ontario, 
founded the Sunny Acres herd in part- 
nership with his father after both had 
been breeding Shorthorn cattle for some 
time. The foundation cows were Port- 
lethen Lucy’s which were purchased from 
Thomas Robertson and Son, Dunsford, 
Ontario. They were descended from a 
Hay and Paton cow. Elm Park Pat, 
bred by James Bowman, was one of the 
first bulls used. He was the grand cham- 
pion bull at the Canadian National Ex- 
hibition when shown by Mr. Channon. 
Later Idolmere 5th was purchased from 
Congdon and Battles and was the grand 
champion bull at the Canadian National 
Exhibition in 1922. Later Idolmere 5th 
was traded to Mr. Harry Leader, Port- 
age la Prairie, Manitoba, for Prizemere 
12th, the grand champion bull at Bran- 
don in 1924. The Lucy females from 
this herd and their descendants were 
unusually successful in the McAllister 
herd and the Anoka herd owned by Ed- 
wards Brothers. The herd was dispersed 
about 1930. 

A herd was founded, by the late J. D. 
Patterson, at Don Head Farms, Rich- 
mond Hill, Ontario in 1930 with cattle 
imported from Scotland. A second im- 
portation was made the following year. 
Etheric of Nisbethill was the first herd 
sire and was brought over from Scot- 
land with the 1930 importation. He sired 
Beauty of Don Head, Beatrice of Don 
Head, Ebonessa of Don Head and Prairie 
Pride of Don Head, four outstanding fe- 
males. Beatrice of Don Head was the 
junior champion female at the Royal 
Winter Fair in 1933 when Black Betty of 
Ballintomb was senior and grand cham- 
pion female for Mr. Patterson. At the 
Royal Winter Fair the next year Beatrice 
of Don Head was the grand champion 
female. Ebonessa of Don Head won 
many firsts and championships and 
Beauty of Don Head was a first prize 
winner at leading shows as was Prairie 
Pride of Don Head. Gammer Elsie of 
Don Head was the grand champion fe- 
male at the Royal Winter Fair in 1937. 
Mr. Patterson, the master of Don Head 
died early in 1940 and the herd was sold 
intact to an American purchaser. 


The Rise of Glencarnock 

In the latter part of the 19th century 
and the early years of this century cat- 
tle from the Glencarnock herd owned by 
James D. McGregor, Brandon, Manitoba; 
the herd of Robert Hall, Griswold, Mani- 
toba; the Clifford herd at Austin, Mani- 
toba and others were exhibited in a small

Gathering in news in the off-show 
season can be quite a task, so I made the 
most of the Oregon Angus Assn. annual 
field day. This year Harold and Thelma 
Hoots and Paul Carlson all of Hoots 
Angus Ranch hosted the event. The 
July 15 date could have been a scorcher, 
but the huge oak trees and the cool 
breezes kept us cool and attentive. 

The opening remarks and introductions 
were made by Charles Cheyne to some 
300 visitors. He also asked that unpaid 
dues to be sent to the secretary, Harold 
Rankin. 

The first event featured J. D. Mankin 
(Vedder Ranch, Paradise Valley, Nevada) 
who gave an Angus type demonstration 
with Hoots Bummers Maid 2 as the 
model. His remarks were well put and 
were also well received by the audience. 

Doug Wood of the national Assn. then 
judged four classes of four (bulls and 
heifers). When the results were an- 
nounced, the Dick Richards family had 
made almost a clean sweep of the prizes. 
Mr. Richards manages the Pacific Inter- 
national in Portland. He also was a 
prize winner in the weight guessing con- 
test being five lbs. off on an 1852 Ib. bull. 

Bob Thomas, Portland, and Malin 
Moore, Days Creek, showed 4-H and 
FFA members some of the finer points 
on fitting an animal for the show ring. 

We then left the barn area and pro- 
ceeded to the shady picnic grounds to 
enjoy lunch home-cooked by a local 
grange. During this time I talked to 
E. H. Hughes, Creswell, who has sold all 
his females to Ed Albertsen to go to 
Ed’s Powell Butte ranch. This was of 
particular interest to me as a number 
of these cattle carry our Scotch Acres 
breeding. Ed told me that he has re- 
cently purchased a second ranch at 
Powell Butte and is well pleased with 
eastern Oregon. 

We stayed at the picnic area for the 
afternoon program. Bill Roche of the 
national Assn. was moderator for the 
panel discussion on “Breeding for the 
Present and Future Beef Market.” The 
first speaker was Ervie Williams, presi- 
dent of the Portland Union Stock Yards, 
Mr. Williams stated that the housewife 
wants the kind of meat cuts that come 
from lighter type cattle than have been 
generally popular. The chain stores want

steer carcasses at 675 lbs. maximum and 
heifer carcasses at 100 lbs. lighter. These 
figures are important to cattlemen as 
chain stores handle 80% of the retail 
beef. 

The speaker scheduled was unable to 
attend so a commercial cattleman spoke 
next. Paul Milton, Susanville, Calif., 
outlined the type of breeding stock he 
prefers. This included middle-of-the- 
road cattle: cows at 1100 lbs. and bulls 
at 1400 lbs. at two years. We were all 
impressed with his management practices 
and results. 

Paul Carlson, manager-partner of 
Hoots Angus Ranch spoke for the pure- 
bred breeder. He emphasized again the 
middle-of-the-road cattle—not coarse, not 
small. He mentioned also the breeders’ 
responsibility of having available the type 
of bull the commercial cattlemen want 
and that both hope will produce the most 
beef for the least money. 

Dr. Jack Miller, chief of the Animal 
Husbandry Department, Oregon State 
University, spoke on the research being 
done to determine which animals on the 
hoof make the best beef on the hook. 
Research shows little correlation between 
tenderness and marbling of the rib eye 
although it does add flavor. The cattle 
that produce leaner meat may be the 
“rate-of-gain” cattle, but Dr. Miller 
warned against selecting cattle for this 
quality alone. 

After discussion on the panel’s com- 
ments, Ken Gross, secretary of the West- 
ern States Angus Assn., talked on market- 
ing cattle. He urged both registered and 
commercial cattlemen to do more ad- 
vertising of their product. He suggested 
signs at the entrance to your ranch and 
signs on main highways so buyers can 
locate you. An advertising medium that 
we often overlook, 

Each of the speakers mentioned the 
problems of promoting beef but not one 
mentioned the work being done by the 
Cow Belles. I do hope all those hours 
spent handing out beef samples and 
recipes and the hours devoted to the 
cooking schools haven’t been in vain! 

The last of the day was spent in- 
specting the young cattle and the cow 
herd that was grazing in green fields 
that stretch down to the Rogue River. 
It was certainly an informative and suc- 
cessful day.

At the J. B. Cook and Sons farm south 
of Fargo the tour group looked at the 
herd bulls, and the cows with calves 
which had been brought into the yard 
for the occasion. The senior sire was 
Eston’s Knight of Rose Coulee, which 
sired the Grand Champion sale bull at 
the 1961 North Dakota Winter Show. 
Mr. Cook’s new sire is H L Bardolier- 
mere 3, which he purchased at the Den- 
ver Sale. 

At the Animal Research Center, Duane 
Erickson, showed the tour group through 
the feed plant, and explained the two- 
year old plant, where beef, sheep, swine 
and small animals are used to test feed 
and feed combinations. The group was 
more interested in the beef barns so 
toured that area after looking the new 
Harvestore silo over. This was just 
being erected to store high moisture bar- 
ley. In one trial of barley versus corn 
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for fattening beef heifers, of the 18 
heifers fed barley rations, 10 graded 
choice and 8 good, with a yield of 59.7 
per cent. The 18 heifers on the corn 
rations graded 12 choice and 6 good with 
a yield of 66.7 per cent. All heifers sold 
for the same price on foot. In the ex- 
periment with steers it was concluded 
that barley was equal to corn as a feed 
for fattening steers. Rolled barley 
with hay gave the cheapest gains. 

The picnic group used the Livestock 
arena at the State University for their 
noon lunch. 

At the Harold Sorley and Son farm at 
Cummings, the tour group swelled to 
over fifty. A two inch rain which had 
relieved the drouth made it necessary to 
view the barn yards from a farm trailer. 
Mr. Sorley and Mrs. George Swanson 
identified the bulls and calves for the 
group. After a tour of the pastures the 
group was treated to Angus beefburgers 
grilled at the outdoor fireplace by Mr. 
George Swanson.

A discussion was held concerning the 
1962 Field Days and awards, and it was 
decided that instead of having separate 
competition in the future, the 4-H Clubs 
and FFA Chapters would compete 
against each other and that invitations 
would request the leaders and instructors 
to list the names of individuals as well 
as the number to compete. 

Mr. Al Lane, who was appearing at 
the invitation of the Association, dis- 
cussed the Bull Testing Station to be es- 
tablished at the University of Arizona, 
giving an outline of how the program 
was to work and the method of financ- 
ing.

Mr. Roche then made a 
short summary of a recent trip through 
the middle west and east and reviewed a 
field trip with Secretary Sweitzer and 
Elvin Taysom through northeastern Ari- 
zona.

Herd Classification was discussed and 
the proposal of arranging for a group 
classification by members of the associa- 
tion was explored.

The Place and Date to Keep In Mind 


I remember the first time I visited 
Joe Keshner on his farm near Edwards- 
ville, Illinois and stood on the hill top 
to watch him feed his hogs. The truck 
spread the garbage, a gate was opened 
and in a matter of minutes all that re- 
mained was paper, cans, glass and assort- 
ed kitchenware that required sorting to 
return to the rightful owners. These hogs 
were raised for the serum plant and at 
first the hotels and restaurants paid to 
have their garbage hauled, then they 
provided it free for the hauling, but when 
Joe had to pay for the privilege of col- 
lecting garbage to feed the hogs he sold 
the business and moved to New Florence, 
Missouri. 

The original Good Earth Stock Farm 
was a worn-out, erroded 80 acres pur- 
chased simply because it was 
good bird cover and offered a place to 
train the dogs. It was a far cry from 
the present 1200 acres, with its well-kept 
facilities, dotted with man made ponds 
and good Aberdeen-Angus cattle. The 
only semblance to the original tract 
today are the double fence rows between 
the fields and the areas around the 
ponds that are left in as natural a 
habitat as possible for bird cover, and 
a feeding ground and resting place when 
the flights of doves and ducks provide 
the owners with wing shooting and 
game birds for the table. 

The modest farm home has been added 
to from time to time. The shelves, cabi- 
nets and wall space display many items 
collected by Joe on his six trips around 
the World, including pictures, native 
equipment and momentos that must be 
seen to be appreciated. To visit with 
the Keshner family is to better under- 
stand the desire they have to excel in 
every undertaking, be it active participa- 
tion in sports or the building of a top 
herd. 

The herd today represents the results 
of a well-planned breeding program and 
many of the animals were tops from top 
sales held in many states. Joe is no 
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stranger wherever Angus cattle are pro- 
duced, and you may meet him astride a 
horse on the New Mexico-Arizona border 
tracking mountain lions; on a hillside in 
Montana, or the hill country in Texas 
shooting deer; with gun in hand and dog 
it side hunting quail in Arkansas, 
pheasants in North Dakota; or with rod 
and reel beside a mountain lake in 
Colorado. 

You might see him at a rodeo in 
Wyoming, or on top of a corral fence in 
South Dakota, or at the ringside at an 
Angus auction in New Jersey, Florida, 
Texas, or any one of the states where 
cattle are offered that he feels might be 
added to the Good Earth breeding herd.

of Manitoba and had a great influence 
in pushing the Glencarnock herd to the 
front. 

Another great breeding son was Bel- 
fast who, mated to Brookside Blackbird 
23d, also by Black Woodlawn, produced 
the bull Belford who sired the Interna- 
tional winner Black Belmore. From this 
line of breeding, three generations re- 
moved from the old champion, came the 
famous Bell Boy strain of cattle. 


The far-reaching influence of the 
Donohoe bull on the Angus breed is fur- 
ther demonstrated by the fact that an- 
other son of Black Woodlawn, Brookside 
Star, sired Glenfoil Thickset 2d — only 
bull to win the International grand 
championship three years in a row—in 
1907, 1908, 1909, as well as being junior 
champion in 1906. Blaek Woodlawn was 
the sire of the 1910 International grand 
champion, Oakville Quiet Lad. It was 
Oakville Quiet Lad, mated to Black 
Eileen, an own daughter of Black Wood- 
lawn, who produced the first of the Ei- 
leenmere strain of cattle — Eileenmere 
4th. Oakville Quiet Lad, the Interna- 
tional champion son of Black Woodlawn, 
was also the sire of Idolmere, the 1919 
International grand champion bull, and 
from this line of breeding Rosemere 
Farms developed many famous show cat- 
tle. 


In later years P. J. Donohoe used with 
success the bull Edinburg, a grandson of 
imported Earl Eric of Ballindalloch, out of 
a daughter of Earl Eric of Ballindalloch. 
Before his death in 1938 the Master of 
Brookside was used with considerable 
success the sire Envoy of Erin. Cattle 
sired by Envoy of Erin included the 
1935 International grand champion steer, 
Pat’s Blue Ribbon, and the herd sires 
Pat’s Burgess and Ever Erin, that 
achieved considerable success. Other In- 
ternational grand champion steers sired 


by Donohoe bulls included Glencarnock 
Victor, by Golden Gleam (1913) and 
Shamrock 2d, by Black Woodlawn 
(1910). 

Some record sales were made at 
Brookside Farm. One was in May of 
1919 when 47 females sold for an aver- 
age of $2,583 with a top of $7,200— 
both records for the Angus breed at that 
time. 

Commenting on the great Black Wood- 
lawn Pat Donohoe once said: “He was 
two years and nine months old when he 
won in Chicago and weighed 1,960 
pounds, The heaviest he weighed at 
maturity was 2,160 pounds. 


“All of the beef breeds have, at criti- 
cal periods, had a great bull to step into 
the breach and transmit the needed im- 
provements. The Shorthorns had their 
White Hall Sultan, the Herefords their 
Anxiety 4th, so the Angus had their 
Black Woodlawn. As a sire of bulls he 
was in a class by himself. 

“He lived until he was 13 years old 
but had rheumatism so bad that we had 
to put him to sleep.” 

Some of the footnotes in Donohoe cata- 
logues of nearly a half century ago 
best show the Irish wit of King Pat. Of 
one cow he said: “She will have a calf 
about sale day. It will be sired by 
Brookside Edward and likely will be 
worth the raising.” Describing another 
cow offered: “She is bred good enough 
to suit any sane man.” Of another in- 
dividual: “Her great ancestors can well 
be proud of her.” 


Speaking of the femininity of one of 
the cows selling Pat wrote: “The best 
bulls we ever raised came from cows that 
resemble her. You can’t raise a good 
bull from a bully cow, nor a good bull 
from a cowey bull.” A cow and a calf 
pair was described as “the kind that will 
keep our boys and girls on the farm. I 
never blame some boys and girls for 
leaving home; they have nothing to stay

NAME MEAT BOARD BEEF 
AND PORK COMMITTEES 


John Marble, chairman of the National 
Live Stock and Meat Board, has an- 
nounced the appointment of two special 
committees to initiate specific programs 
devoted to beef and pork promotion and 
other pertinent matters regarding these 
two species of meat. This action was 
taken in line with the Board’s recently- 
adopted policy decision to incorporate 
specialized species efforts within the 
framework of the traditional Meat Board 
program. 

The committees, presently composed of 
members of the board of directors of the 
Meat Board, will be meeting with rep- 
resentatives of organizations of cattle 
and swine growers and feeders and other 
beef and pork promotion agencies to 
discuss specific problems and _ potenti- 
alities of specie promotion. 

Mr. Marble stated that the committees 
would be expanded to include represent- 
atives of state, regional and national 
specie groups, in addition to members 
of the Board’s directorate, after the 
Board’s Program and Policy Committee 
completes its study of meat promotion in 
the United States. 

Norman Moser, DeKalb, Texas, a rep- 
resentative of the Texas and South- 
western Cattle Raisers Assn. (of which 
he is a past president) on the Board’s 
directorate, is chairman of the Beef 
Committee. Other Committee members, 
and the organizations they represent on 
the Board are: John Armstrong, Selma, 
Ala., American National Cattlemen’s As- 
sociation, who is a member of that 
organization’s board of directors; C. O. 
Emrich, Norfolk, Neb., National Associ- 
ation of Livestock Auction Markets, of 
which he is a past president; T. J. Hitch, 
Columbia, Tenn., American Farm Bureau 
Federation, who is president of the 
Tennessee Farm Bureau Federation; P. 
E. Petty, Chicago, Ill., American Meat 
Institute, who is vice-president in charge 
of beef operations of Swift & Company; 
J. C. Holbert, Bettendorf, Iowa, Iowa 
Livestock Council, of which he is past 
chairman; and Glenn Lewis, Exeter, Neb., 
National Livestock Feeders Association, 
of which he is a past director. 

Mr. Marble emphasized that the new 
program of species promotion by the 
Board will supplement rather than re- 
place the Board’s already established 
nationwide program of research, edu- 
cation and information for all meats— 
beef, veal, pork and lamb. 

The expansion into species promotion 
is the result of recommendations of the 
Board’s Program and Policy Study Com- 
mittee working with a special advisory 
group headed by Dr. Herrell DeGraff of 
Cornell University. The study com- 
mittee’s final recommendations will be 
submitted at the end of the year 1961.

USDA OPENS $16,500,000 
LAB AT AMES, IOWA 


A new era in animal disease control 
appears at hand with the recent opening 
of the multi-million dollar National 
Animal Disease Laboratory of the U. S 
Department of Agriculture located north- 
east of Ames, Iowa. 

The new facility, the best of its kind 
anywhere, will enable scientists of 
the Department’s Agricultural Research 
Service to serve with fresh expectations 
in their historic roles as guardians of the 
health of the nation’s livestock, The 
laboratory cost $16,500,000. 

The new Ames research center rep- 
resents USDA’s second major step in its 
effort to modernize animal disease re- 
search in the U. S. The first was the 
opening in 1956 of the $10 million labo- 
ratory at Plum Island, L. L, N. Y., for 
research on foreign diseases that threaten 
U. S. livestock. Research on animal 
parasites will continue at USDA’s Agri- 
cultural Research Center, Beltsville, Md., 
Auburn, Ala., and other field locations 
where it has been conducted for many 
years. 

Animal disease research facilities in 
Washington, D. C., Beltsville, and Au- 
burn, however, are being replaced by the 
new national laboratory. 

The Ames laboratory will serve a 
great need in a changed world. In spite 
of advances in veterinary science and 
gains in knowledge of animal diseases 
since USDA, in 1883, first undertook to 
do battle against them, the fight is be- 
coming an increasingly difficult one. 

The very efficiency that has been 
developed through research for the U. 
S. livestock industry creates its own 
difficulties, Department scientists say. 
For example, the incidence of bovine 
tuberculosis is low enough to take pride 
in but still high enough to be dangerous. 
The remaining traces of the disease are 
now difficult to detect and wipe out. 

Modern traffic in livestock and poultry 
also creates difficulties. Producers to- 
day must cope with many diseases to 
which herds and flocks in the U. S. 
were not exposed 75 years ago. Modern 
transportation and marketing mingle 
animals from different parts of the U. S. 
and increase the chance of exposure. A 
steer today may live in three or four 
States before it is slaughtered. It took 
15 years for hog cholera to spread 
throughout the U. S. after it was first 
diagnosed in 1833. Tick fever of cattle 
moved across North Carolina at a rate 
of four miles a year in the 1870’s. But 
when vesicular exanthema of hogs broke 
out in California in 1952, it spread to 20 
States within three months. 

The staff of specialists assembled at 
Ames for the new research attack on 
livestock and poultry disease will be 
carrying forward the tradition of re-

search success that has already made the 
abundant and wholesome U. S. food sup- 
ply the envy of the world. 

The picture was not always so bright, 
however. In 1883, when USDA first be- 
gan animal disease studies, contagious 
pleuropneumonia of cattle was so wide- 
spread that our export cattle and sheep 
were denied entry into Great Britain. 
It cost $1.5 million and five years of 
hard work to eradicate this disease, but 
the effort was successful, and the U. S. 
became the first big country to eradicate 
the scourge. The part played by USDA 
research workers in this effort was to 
define accurately the contagious nature 
of pleuropneumonia. 

Cattle raisers everywhere in the 
country during the 1880’s lived in fear 
of a disease they called Texas fever 
(tick fever), and the attack on this was 
turned into a second triumph for USDA 
scientists. In one year, starting in 1888, 
the Bureau of Animal Industry’s first 
pathologist, Theobald Smith, learned that 
the cause of the disease was a protozoan 
parasite in the blood of infected animals. 

Pressing on, with the help of other 
workers, he later made the momentous 
finding that the infecting organism can 
be carried from one animal to another 
through an intermediate host—the tick 
(thus, the name by which the disease is 
now known). This classic example of 
animal disease research cost $65,000 and 
is estimated today to save U. S. farmers

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at least $60 million a year. Even more 
important, the discovery of insect vectors 
opened the way to an understanding and 
control of such human diseases as ma- 
laria, yellow fever, typhus, bubonic 
plague, and Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever. 


Another memorable discovery was 
recorded by USDA scientists in 1904 
when they demonstrated that hog cholera, 
a major killer of swine, was caused by 
a filterable virus. This led to the serum- 
virus preventive treatment that can make 
eventual eradication of hog cholera a 
practical possibility. 


All U. S. farmers today are familiar 
with the campaigns to wipe out bovine 
tuberculosis (started in 1917) and brucel- 
losis of cattle (begun in 1934.) Depart- 
ment research has contributed greatly to 
the success enjoyed so far in these ef- 
forts. Much of the early work to develop 
the celebrated Strain 19 vaccine, widely 
used to vaccinate calves against brucel- 
losis, was done by USDA workers. Sixty- 
four percent of the 3,152 counties in the 
U. S. have now qualified as modified- 
certified brucellosis areas and more than 
80 percent of the counties are partici- 
pating in the brucellosis campaign. 
Losses, which as recently as 1946 
amounted to $90 million a year from 
brucellosis, are now down to about $25 
million annually.

DISEASE PREVENTION 
FOR ST. LAWRENCE SEAWAY 

United States and Canadian officials 
are rigidly enforcing shipping regulations 
to prevent foreign livestock diseases 
from penetrating North America via the 
St. Lawrence Seaway, Dr. E. E. Moon 
told veterinarians attending the Con- 
ference on Recent Advances in Animal 
Disease Control. ‘ 


Dr. Moon represented the Animal In- 
spection and Quarantine division (AIQ) 
of the Chicago Stock Yards. The con- 
ference was held at the University of 
Illinois last week (July 11 and 12). 

“Port inspection is the first line of 
defense against foreign disease,” he told 
the conference. Because Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and other Great Lake cities are 
not ports of entry for foreign animals, 
inspectors examine all animal byproducts. 
Untanned hides, wool, glue stock, horns, 
straw, hay, meat from certain countries 
or any other animal byproduct may be 
contaminated with infective organisms. 
Therefore, inspectors turn all byproducts 
over to AIQ for examination. No con- 
taminated product is released. 


Another part of the fight against for- 
eign diseases deals with food and gar- 
bage aboard foreign vessels. Garbage 
is removed at Montreal. After ships 
enter the Seaway, it can only be dis- 
posed of at port incinerators. Meats 
that are restricted are placed under 
Canadian seals. Inspectors at U. S. 
ports periodically check the Canadian 
seals, which must not be broken until 
the vessel returns to Montreal on its 
outgoing trip. 

U. S. officials are concerned about the 
St. Lawrence Seaway because the coun- 
try’s principal agricultural area could be 
hit overnight. At least 17 states—those 
bordering the Seaway and those whose 
commerce flows through lake ports—are 
affected by the St. Lawrence Seaway, 
Dr. Moon stated. 


Animal diseases are not the only con- 
cern of regulatory officials. The intro- 
duction of certain foreign insect pests 
could cause devastating damage to our 
crops, Dr. Moon said. 

The Plant Quarantine Division is most 
interested in the khapra beetle, whose 
larvae can live as long as three years 
without food. When the beetle attacks 
whole grain or cereal products, losses 
range from 2 to 73 percent. In em- 
phasizing the real danger of these in- 
sect pests, Dr. Moon said Chicago in- 
spectors have already spotted this beetle 
in holds of foreign vessels. 

Because increased use of the Seaway 
also increases the chances of introducing 
new insects and livestock diseases, Dr. 
Moon urged veterinarians to be on guard 
and report any suspicious livestock di- 
seases to proper officials.

enjoyed mild, clear weather for the en- 
tire judging which opened at 2 o’clock 
on July 25th and continued each after- 
noon through the week. 

All bulls entered in the Palermo show 
are nominated for sale and catalogued 
upon their entry. After the show, the 
breeder has the privilege of withdrawing 
his bull for one reason or another. Some 
of the very young calves that are ex- 
hibited are taken out for return to the 
show next year, as was done with last 
year’s Junior Champion who came back 
and won his class this year. Some bulls 
are taken out of the sale to be used as 
herd bulls on their own ranches or es- 
tancias. 

Due primarily to sagging meat prices 
which have been under pressure because 
of the severe drouth the country has 
been experiencing in the Western part 
of the country and a decrease in export 
tonnage, prices at Palermo this year 
were down somewhat from last year’s 
which broke all records. Cattle 
coming into the yards are being mar- 
keted in a thinner position than they 
have for some years, according to reli- 
able sources there. 

In the first day of the sale, 48 Angus 
bulls totaled 40,740,000 pesos for an 
average of $10,414. A total of 146 bulls 
sold in the sale this year for an average 
of $4960 and 12 females averaged $1925. 
In their 1960 sale, which broke all pre- 
vious records, the champion bull sold 
for a world’s record price at auction of 
11,000,000 pesos or $137,000 and the 
205 bulls averaged $6716.

when they exhibited 7 firsts, 3 seconds, 
2 thirds and 1 fourth. They won the 
Group of Three class, Get of Sire and 
Group of Eight. One of these First 
Prize bulls was sired by Ankonian 3558, 
and 2 First Prize Bulls and 1 Second 
Prize Bull were out of daughters of 
Bandoliermere 38th. Another First 
Prize Bull was out of a daughter of 
Homeplace Eileenmere 999-35th. 

The sale of Angus bulls on July 31st 
was attended by one of the largest 
crowds I have ever seen at an auction. 
It was estimated that probably 1000 
people were not able to get into the sale 
ring to see the auction. The sale was of- 
ficially opened when the Argentine Min- 
ister of Agriculture placed a bid on the 
champion for 1,000,000 pesos, and within 
2'2 minutes the auctioneer advanced the 
bidding by 1 and 1% million pesos to 
this year’s record price of 9,000,000 
pesos, or approximately $110,000. The 
buyer of this year’s champion was Senor 
Don Alfredo Fortabat, Cabana “Don 
Alfredo” who exhibited the 1950 Palermo 
Champion. Dr. E. C. Tagle, the popu- 
lar Argentine judge in this country, 
handled the bidding for Don Alfredo. 

The Reserve Grand Champion Bull was 
Box 1114, Eridwin de “La Sorpresa” 408, 
exhibited by Hilding Ohlsson. He was a 
very stylish May 1960 calf that moved to 
the Reserve Grand Champion spot after 
being made Grand Champion Calf, and 
he brought 4,000,000 pesos, the 2d high- 
est price in the sale. 

Albert Faustino Fano was a strong 
exhibitor in the show with the champion 
two year old Major, champion two year 
old Minor, Reserve Champion calf, two 
firsts and two seconds in class. All were 


sired by Count Brio de Curamalan. 


An indication of the bull market there 
this year is evidenced by the fact that 
9 Angus bulls in the first day’s sale sold 
for over 1,000,000 pesos. In the 1960 
record sale, 13 Angus bulls sold for over 
2,000,000 pesos; but as late as 1959, the 
record price for any bull there was 850,-

They can also 
sell them at prices that produce large- 
volume sales. 

Hotels and restaurants are about the 
only outlet today for heavy, highly 
finished cattle. These cattle often sell at 
a lower price than medium-weight cattle. 
And it doesn’t take many to fill the 
hotel and restaurant demand for prime 
loins.

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important is that this be done in as 
expeditious a manner as possible, to fa- 
cilitate the selection of large quantities 
of meat. 

Secondly, we want the results to pro- 
vide in as simplified a manner as pos- 
sible, the evaluations of the major char- 
acteristics that influence carcass de- 
sirability. Basically these considera- 
tions are those which measure the quan- 
titative yield of retail cuts and those 
which measure the qualities of meat 
which determine its palatability. In turn 
then, the results should be meaningful 
to livestock breeders and feeders in their 
selection and feeding programs. 

It is my opinion that the segments 
of the industry just mentioned are more 
concerned about whether they are select- 
ing or producing the general type of 
product that will continue to gain the 
favor of consumers than they are in 
small, rather insignificant value differ- 
ences in carcasses, most of which are 
difficult to measure accurately. It seems 
to me that producers want to know 
whether or not they have the kind of 
cattle that produce the beef that is in 
demand and how their cattle rank with 
those of fellow producers. Perhaps to 
know that their cattle in a large contest 
ranked in the upper 10 percent is suffi- 
cient to give them confidence in their 
breeding or feeding program or on the 
other hand, if they produced only aver- 
age carcasses, to stimulate them to look 
for breeding stock from someone in the 
top group. In other words, in view of 
the many variables in production, in- 
cluding factors influencing weaning 
weight, daily gain, efficiency of gain, 
treatment prior to slaughter, etc., is the 
breeding stock behind the champion car- 
cass going to help one in his breeding 
program any more than the breeding 
stock behind the carcasses which placed 
in the upper 10% of the contest? 

Beef breeders and feeders should rec- 
ognize and appreciate the many prob- 
lems encountered in developing and con- 
ducting a carcass contest. 

Size of contest is an important factor 
in determining the method for evaluating 
carcasses. Indeed, to cut carcasses into 
trimmed retail cuts is feasible with only 
10 or 12 carcasses, but is a physical im- 
possibility with 200 or 300 carcasses. If 
retail cutout value approaches the final 
answer more accurately than any other 
method, its use is probably more neces- 
sary in the latter case than the former, 
since it is likely that more variation 
exists in the top placings in an entry 
of 10 or 12 than in those involving 200 
or 300 head. 

Facilities available will perhaps dic- 
tate the extent of any carcass evaluation 
contest. Most beef contests must be held 
in the facilities of a packer. Most 
packers have only limited space facilities 
for these contests and are conducting 
their businesses under rather adverse 
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conditions while the contests are in 
progress. Cutting room facilities are 
usually crowded and cannot be used for 
anything more than breaking the car- 
casses into major wholesale cuts. The 
size of the packing plant facility is in- 
deed a limiting factor. Small packers 
can ill afford to tie up the major share 
of their facilities to conduct these con- 
tests. 

I can speak from experience in this re- 
gard, since we have been working with a 
small packer in Chicago during the past 
two years. Because of the disruption in 
normal operations and the costs involved, 
we have had to make plans with another 
packer for this year’s contest. 

Providing competent help for carcass 
evaluation contests is a problem. In 
swine shows, I have seen much of the 
work done by packing plant personnel 
and I should say they give their fullest 
cooperation; however, often their ex- 
perience as regards collecting certain 
data is extremely limited and often 
leaves doubt as to the validity of the 
results. Even with the wonderful help 
of graduate students in the contest at 
Chicago, we feel with so many involved 
that mistakes are bound to occur. Avoid- 
ing mistakes is a must, since the record- 
ed factual information made available 
from these contests is highly sought 
after information by breeders, breed as- 
sociations, educators and others. 

The ultimate disposal of the carcasses 
also can be a limiting factor and will 
determine the procedure to be used. 
Some cooperating packers sell nothing 
but carcass beef, while others sell both 
carcasses and wholesale cuts. I doubt 
that any packer with slaughtering fa- 
cilities sells all of his product in the 
form of wholesale cuts. The proponents 
of cutting carcasses into trimmed whole- 
sale or retail cuts must appreciate that 
although this method may approach the 
ideal, it is just simply not very practical 
in terms of present-day selling practices. 

In some instances meat retailers have 
performed cut-out tests which include 
fabricating into retail cuts. Their as- 
sistance is indeed appreciated; however, 
one should realize the limitations in this 
evaluation procedure. First, the results 
are dependent to some extent upon the 
variation that exists in the manner of 
cutting and trimming the retail cuts. 
Data we have available shows as much 
as 1 to 1% percent variation in cutting 
yields between the right and left sides. 
Secondly, cutting, boning and trimming 
procedures are not the same or neces- 
sarily standardized in all areas where 
carcass contests will be held, 

In addition to these limitations, it is 
often desirable from the standpoint of 
promotion of the carcass contest to place 
the champion carcasses on display and in 
some cases auction them off to sup- 
porters of the event. Thus, in this in-

stance the carcasses should be cut as 
little as necessary. 

Producers who are interested in car- 
cass contests are likewise concerned 
about the economics of production. To 
do this accurately or idealistically, would 
require the feeding and housing of these 
animals under the same conditions. To 
gather these data under any other condi- 
tions would leave much doubt as to the 
authenticity of the data. Again, it seems 
to me at best a carcass contest is an edu- 
cational affair and not a research proj- 
ect. Indeed, we need to consider weight 
for age, and at the moment the best ap- 
proach would seem to be that of mouth- 
ing cattle for age and then use minimum 
weight requirements for the age classifi- 
cations. 

Requiring the entries to meet a mini- 
mum careass weight within each age 
classification eliminates the problem of 
filling cattle to make minimum live 
weights. We have used this procedure 
successfully during the last two years at 
the International. 

The promotion of beef through con- 
tests can only come through good pub- 
licity. Publicity, of course, is important 
to the producer and the purchasers of 
the carcasses, but additionally to the en- 
tire industry. One of the first tasks in 
any new contest is one of educating 
the people covering the news at the 
livestock shows about the features de- 
sired in a good beef carcass. Secondly, 
this information must be readily avail- 
able. 

The sale of the champion carcasses be- 
fore a large audience can do much to 
stimulate buyer interest; likewise a good 
price can do much for publicity. Fea- 
turing the sale before large groups of 
people also makes them aware of the 
efforts behind the task of improving the 
quality of beef they consume. 


The value of Quality Beef Contests is 
difficult to measure, but should be 
thought of as one additional tool by 
which information can be gathered and 
used in conjunction with other perform- 
ance characteristics in beef cattle. Live- 
stock shows over the years have brought 
uniformity into our beef, cattle popula- 
tion and perhaps will continue to do so. 
However, I suspect that the man who 
uses evaluations of carcass performance 
part of his selection and feeding 
program, will in the future be the man 
sitting tall in the saddle.

His first son, Questor of Meadow 
Lane, was never defeated in class and 
established the following show record: 
first prize winner at the Dutchess 


County Fair; reserve junior and reserve 
grand champion at the Eastern States 
Exposition; junior and reserve grand 
champion at the Atlantic Rural Exposi- 
tion; and he also won his class at both 
the Eastern National and the Interna- 
tional Livestock Shows. He sold at pub- 
lic auction in March of this year to Senor 
Santiago Sanchez Elia of Argentina for 
$20,520. 

The second son, Mercury of Meadow 
Lane, won his class at the All American 
Bull Show this year and brought $4,000 
from William Volkmann of Selma, Cali- 
fornia. 

After seeing more of his strong cor- 
rect calves at Meadow Lane, Mr. Tory 
and manager, Dave Sutherland decided 
that this mellow fleshed four-year-old 
proven sire would make a valuable addi- 
tion to the outstanding battery of herd 
bulls already in service at Kinghaven.

way. About 1908, however, the late 
James D. McGregor put a strong herd 
on the show circuit in Western Canada 
and from that time until about 1928, a 
period of twenty years, more cattle were 
shown from the Glencarnock herd than 
have been shown by any other exhibitor 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Canada be- 
fore or since. 

In 1910 an importation was made from 
Scotland and another one followed in 
1912. Many of the imported cattle, with 
others, were shown at Canadian Exhibi- 
tions and were awarded many prizes and 
championships. The Provincial Exhibi- 
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tion at Brandon, Manitoba rose to the 
first rank of Aberdeen-Angus shows after 
1908. In 1912, after a successful sum- 
mer campaign in Western Canada, a very 
strong exhibit was sent to the Interna- 
tional Exposition at Chicago where the 
grand championship in the steer classes 
was won by Glencarnock Victor; the 
grand champion bull was Leroy 3d of 
Meadowbrook then heading the Glencar- 
nock herd; the first prize in the cow 
class was won by Violet 3d of Congash, 
the Glencarnock entry and the first prize 
in the two year old heifer class was 
taken by imported Queen Rosie of Cul- 
len. First in graded herd was also won 
by the Glencarnock group. 

After these successes the Glencarnock 


show herd overshadowed all others in 
Western Canada for a long time. More- 
over, on the few occasions when the herd 
was taken to Eastern shows great suc- 
cesses were enjoyed. 

A number of American bred sires con- 
tributed extensively to the success of the 
Glencarnock herd. I will only mention 
the more important these bulls. The 
first was Golden Gleam by Oakville 
Quiet Lad purchased from Mr. Otto V. 


. Battles. He won many important prizes 


in Canada and his get topped many 
classes. The second bull was Leroy 3d 
of Meadowbrook from the herd of O. D. 
Bradfute. Leroy was awarded many 
first prizes and championships at Ca- 
nadian shows and he was the grand 
champion bull at Chicago in 1912. His 
get strengthened the Glencarnock show 
herds for years. The third bull, the 
greatest of them all, was Blackcap Revo- 
lution from the herd of Escher and Ryan. 
Blackcap Revolution was never defeated 
in Canada nor did he ever fail to win 
the grand championship at a show where 
he was exhibited in Canada. He was also 
the grand champion bull at Chicago in 
1923. However, he was more effective 
as a breeder than as a show bull, Many 
animals sired by him were shown suc- 
cessfully by Glencarnock. The fourth 
bull was Pride 2d of Page, the grand 
champion bull at the first Royal Winter 
Fair in 1922 and at many other shows in 
Canada. He was sired by Ensign of 
Glencarnock, a product of the Glencar- 
nock herd. The fifth American bull that 
was used for a considerable period at 
Glencarnock was Permit 9th from the 
herd of the late J. Garrett Tolan. Per- 
mit 9th won 38 grand champion awards 
in Canada, including the grand cham- 
pionship at the Royal Winter Fair at 
Toronto in 1927. 


The late Harry Leader of Portage la 
Prairie, Manitoba, founded the North- 
lane herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 
1916 and during the next twenty-five 
years he used, among others, five Ameri- 
can bred sires. The first was Eutherior 
of Page by Elmont E. The second was 
Prizemere 12th from the herd of Cong- 
don and Battles. Prizemere 12th was the 
grand champion bull at Brandon in 1924 
and was the sire of many prize winning 
cattle at Canadian shows, particularly 
females. The cow herd at Northlane was 
one of the best in the nation and Prize- 
mere 12th was in great measure re- 
sponsible. The third American bred bull 
was Blackcap Bard by Bardell, one of 
the thickest bulls that the breed has pro- 
duced. He was the sire of the grandsire 
of many prize winning steers. The 
fourth bull was Idolmere 5th obtained 
in a trade with Mr. G. C. Channon, Oak- 
wood, Ontario. He was a product of 
Rosemere breeding. The fifth American 
bred bull that was used at Northlane 
was Enchanter of Bordulac 2d a sire of 
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winners for Mr. Leader and later for 
Don Head Farms owned by Mr. Redel- 
mier, 

The Northlane herd was shown year 
after year for almost twenty years and 
won many firsts and championships in 
both Eastern and Western Canada. 
Probably, one of the best animals pro- 
duced was Blackcap of Northlane 2d by 
Idolmere 5th and out of Blackcap of 
Northlane by Prizemere 12th. Blackcap 
of Northlane 2d was the first prize cow 
and the grand champion female at many 
shows in Western Canada and the first 
prize cow at the Royal Winter Fair in 
1933. 

Mr. S. C, Prichard of Camrose, Alberta 
founded the Glenrose herd of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle with Glencarnock bred ani- 


mals about 1918. The feature animal of 
his foundation was Erica Ellen 25th, the 
foundation cow of the Ellen Erica family. 
She was by Eveningtime by Black Wood- 
lawn. Her first calf, Elsa Erica of Glen- 
rose by Blackcap McGregor, was a great 
show heifer and won many champion- 
ships at leading Alberta shows. All the 
popular Ellen Erica cattle in the Ed- 
wards herd and in other herds in both 
Canada and the United States are direct 
descendants of the Prichard show heifer 
of 1921 and 1922. 

The Glenelg herd at Coaldale, Alberta 
was owned by the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way and was one of the leading Canadian 
show herds of the 1930’s. One of the 
first good bulls used at Glenelg was the 
Henderson bred Prince Marshall 8th by

Prince Marshall 7th and he by Earl Mar- 
shall. The real success of the herd in 
the show ring, however, dates from the 
time that Middlebrook Prince 33d was 
purchased from J. A. McAllister of 
Guelph, Ontario, after his get in that 
herd had been almost unbeatable at 
Eastern Canada shows. Middlebrook 
Prince 33d was even more successful as a 
breeder in Alberta than he had been in 
Ontario, largely of course, because the 
C. P. R. herd was much larger than the 
McAllister herd. 

A note written in 1942, the year before 
the herd was dispersed, tells of the suc- 
cesses of the Glenelg cattle in these 
words: 

“The herd has been exceptionally suc- 
cessful in the show ring. Prior to the 
outbreak of war in 1939, it was the prac- 
tice to fit and show a car load of fifteen 
steers in the carlot class at the Royal 
Winter Fair, each year. In six out of 
eight years in inter-breed competition 
steers sired by Middlebrook Prince 33d, 
or his sons, won first in the carlot sec- 
tion of the show. The breeding cattle 
were shown at exhibitions at Brandon, 
Manitoba; Calgary, Alberta; Edmonton, 
Alberta; Saskatoon, Saskatchewan; Reg- 
ina, Saskatchewan; Vancouver, B. C.; 
and the Royal Winter Fair, Toronto, 
Ontario. The herd was a leading con- 
tender at every show and won grand 
championships for both bulls and females 
at all the mentioned on various 
occasions.” 

Mr. Kenneth Holt, Craven, Saskatche- 
wan, established a herd about 1936 and 
dispersed it at Regina in the fall of 
1946. The first cattle bred by Mr. Holt 
were registered in 1937 and the last were 
registered in 1946. During a short per- 
iod of nine years, he left his mark on 
the shows and on the breed in Canada. 
His phenomenal success was due to the 
purchase, from the C. P. R., of Glenelg 
Cap Revolution by Revolution 40th and 
he by Blackcap Revolution. Glenelg Cap 
Revolution was bred by S. J. Henderson, 
Lacombe, Alberta and was out of Black- 
cap Tolan 5th by Eileenmere 4th. Holt 
only paid $250.00 for this bull. With 
a herd made up mostly of plain bred 
cows he developed one of the best show 
herds in the country and competed very 
successfully with the Edwards Brothers 
herd at Western Canada shows. Mr. 
Holt bred many good cattle, but two ani- 
mals stand out. One is Craven’s Revo- 
lution Model by Glenelg Cap Revolution, 
and he was the grand champion bull at 
Brandon, Manitoba, and Calgary, Alberta 
in 1944. He was sold to Lew Pierce and 
was used extensively in the Woodlawn 


shows 


herd. The other animal is Craven’s Rev- 
olution Flora by Craven’s Revolution 
Model. This cow, several times a grand 


champion at a leading show, was the 
dam of Prospectmere by Eileenmere 
1000th, the great Anoka show bull and 
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sire. Glenelg Cap Revolution was un- 
doubtedly one of the great breeding bulls 
of his time. 

Mr. W. J. F. Warren, Belbeck, 
Saskatchewan established an Aberdeen- 
Angus herd many years ago. Although 
Mr. Warren is still alive the herd has 
not been active for a long time. In 1928 
he exhibited his herd sire, Qualatum of 
Raydale, at the Royal Winter Fair and 
won the aged class. In 1931 his great 
cow, Lola of Moose Jaw by Qualatum of 
Raydale and out of Pride of Belbeck 2d 
was grand champion at several shows in 
Western Canada. Later that year she 
won the cow class at the Royal Winter 
Fair where she was also the grand 
champion female. Qualatum of Raydale 
was later exported to New Zealand.
